1 'I would not 
squeal on my friends, my trial (appeal for a new trial) comes up 
soon and will probably be referred to the lower courts . « He also 
said that, 'the Judges in this case were appointed in this manner, 
four judges in favor of this group and four judges against them, 
thereby cancelling each others vote, with the final decision to be 
settled by Judge FRANKFURTER who was in favor of them* (meaning the 
defendants)* He said, *This was lucky for us, but it cost us plenty* 1 
He asked for more support & more money as it will cost much more 
before we- are through. He spoke of the 1 Walter-McCarran Act 1 , and 
urged everyone to vote for the Repeal of it. Of the injustice of 
the DAVID HYUN case & how he would be executed if he were deported. 
He urged everyone to write to Vice President & his pal the Attorney 
General o He spoke about help for the Mexicans. He also said that 
anyone who needed help to see ROSE CHERNIN and she would get them 
an attorney. There were about 50 people in his group. Among the 
ones to be deported were an elderly couple named WERNER & EMMA 
GRONAHL. They will be returned to different countries, one to 
Norway, the other to Sweden, also PETER CHAUNT, whom he asked to tell 
about his troubles. 

"Mr. CHAUNT said f I have been active in the Communist 
Party as a worker and an organizer for some time. I did not know 
it was illegal and that I was doing anything wrong. Now I am going 
to be deported. 1 

"These people want a law to protect everyone who has been 
here for five years or more to become naturalized citizens and 
no one be deported under any condition. PETER CHAUNT wants everyone 
to vote for this law and also for the repeal of the Walter McCarran 
Act and also to save DAVID HYUN from being deported. 

"The 1 panel 1 , adjourned and other speakers were announced. 
Dr. FRITCHMAN was late and he was replaced by BILL LONG. He spoke 
of the injustice being done, if these people were deported. Vote for 
the Repeal of the Walter McCarran Act. What a wonderful man HARRY 
BRIDGES is, and how he had done so much for the longshoremen. How 
he was accused of being a Communist, but no one had ever been able 
to prove anything on him. 

"Then he said, 5 1 am BILL LONG and I am a longshoreman 
from Long Beach. I have scanned this audience carefully and I can 
see no one from that little building on West Sixth Street, known as 
the •F.B.I.*, and I don't see how they could have missed this meeting, 
so I can safely state the United States does not know it but we are 
doing business with Red China.

"DOROTHY MAYR and WIDGE NEWMAN spent a couple 
hours in the Los. Angeles Sobell Committee office, 462 North 
Western Avenue, Los Angeles, California on Saturday, 
April 19, 1958o At that time WIDGE NEWMAN related her 
experiences of Wednesday, April 16, 3:30 TM and Thursday, 
April 17, 12:30 AM when she spoke before two union meetings 
of Local 2058 of the United Steel Workers of America.

"The net result of WIDGE NEWMAN 1 s appearance before 
them is that the men voted to ask the Los Angeles Chapter of 
the American Civil Liberties Union what their position is on 
the SOBELL case. 

"CARL FINEGOLD (FEINQOLD). Los Angeles head of the 
Socialist Workers Party . (Trot skyite), had a talk with WIDGE 
NEWMAN. WIDGE NEWMAN got, in touch with EASON MONROE of 
the American Civil Liberties Union and informed him of the 
union action. There was agreement that ^union's request 
should not be sent to the national, headquarters of the 
American Civil Liberties Union (who has not taken favorable 
action on the SOBELL case), but that EASON MONROE would 
draft a reply to the union, but first send it to WIDGE NEWMAN 
for her perusal, and then EASON MONROE will mail his reply 
to the union. 

"CARL FINEGOLD (PEINGOLD) also gave WIDGE NEWMAN 
the name of another friend on the executive board of ;'one of 
the General Motors locals for contact. 

"CARL FINEGOLD (FEINGOLD) wanted WIDGE NEWMAN to 
write an article for THE MILITANT about the action of -Local 
2058 USW, but she declined. stating that she felt it would be 
better not to give publicity until this action is finally 
concluded by the union. The members of Local 2058 rather 
than petitioning President EISENHOWER for clemency or 
commutation of sentence, are agreed that MORTON SOBELL 
should have a new trial. 

"After WIDGE NEWMAN *s two speaking engagements 
at Local 2058, she telephoned DOROTHY FOREST of the Communist 
Party and related her experiences to DOROTHY FOREST. 
DOROTHY FOREST commented that she didn't see why some of the 
Communists couldn't do something for SOBELL in their unions."

For thirty-eight years the American Civil Liberties Union

"The agenda was adopted "as read and NEMMY SPARKS 
proceeded with his report, which consumed approximately 45 
minutes. . He stated that the victory in the primaries was not 
due to the unusual quality of the Democratic candidates, 
but rather indicates a trend in the country. No longer can 
the Communist policy be based oh the position that there are 
.no differences between the two major parties. The California 
primaries have shown these differences and have nationwide 
significance. SPARKS called attention to DOROTHY HEALEY 's 
report of last October regarding the test of success of the 
Party's policy which concerns the ability of the Party to 
consolidate the Labor Negro Alliance; to raise the political 
understanding of the voters and to influence significant 
segments with the Party's viewpoint. It should be evident, 
he said, that the Democratic and Republican voters are not 
homogenous in their composition. The two main planksodf the 
Republican platform with which we had to contend in the primaries 
were the candidacy of KNOWLAND and the right to work initiative. 
These are now evidently beaten. BROWN secured 58$ of the vote 
in this primary, compared to 43$ for RICHARDS in .1956. The 
Democrats received 62$ of the primary vote for Attorney General 
and 51$ for their Lt. Governor candidate. In 1956, 26$ of 
registered Democrats voted Republican and 4$ of registered 
Republicans' voted Democratic, but this relationship was 
completely reversed in this primary. The outcome of the 
ENGELS-KNIGHT election will depend on the position of the labor 
movement. A number of Republican candidates may be defeated in 
November, including three incumbent Congressmen, namely: f5»<I 
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"MCDONALD in the 15th; EASTLAND in the 21st, and RUBER 
replacing HILLINGS in the 25th. Many were surprised by the 
fact that ROYBALL came in ahead* of DEBS for supervisor. 
The Democrats may take four Republican Assembly Districts 
in Los Angeles. This trend is even more significant, because 
California gets ten new Congressional seats in i960. The 
primaries prove that the Democratic Club movement is a 
mature, working" outfit, capable of nominating its endorsed 
candidates as proven by STANLEY- MOSK 1 s victory over the 
machine candidate. Only in the 24th Congressional District 
did the California Democratic Club's endorsed candidate lose 
the nomination. HOLLAND ROBERTS" polled 400,000 votes on a 
state-wide basis. The incumbent, SIMPSON, was only barely 
elected. The man in second place "may be. described as a 3 R's 
fundamentalist. Wherever hard. work ' was done in ROBERTS 
campaign, he scored an even higher vote in the election, 
however we should not think that the high vote on a state- 
wide basis was a pro-Marxist vo.te!. For many.it represented 
a vote against the present policies "of the education system. 
The Gallup Poll, in January ;~ 1956, " showed 38$ considered 
themselves Republicans and 44$ Democrats. In March, 1958, the 
same, poll showed 22$ Republicans arid "40$ Democrats. All this 
means that KNOWLAND and his camp will "probably resort to 
smears and dirty politics in November. ' He went on;>to state 
that BROWN intends to, if possible",' "avoid issues and also avoid 
backing other, candidates in November. However, the campaign 
must be conducted around the political issues themselves. The 
Democratic Clubs were wrong .'to call ' off their issues convention, 
however the Congressional District; groupings may .call 
conferences on a local scale ahd"this should be .encouraged. 
The ' questions of peace and foreign policy have been injected 
into this, campaign by KNOWLAND 'sf candidacy. ■ KNOWLAND is well 
known as the Senator from Formosa.' The policy of the AF of L 
in endorsing both ENGELS and KNIGHT and the, policy of the 
Retail Clerks in endorsing KNIGHT 'represents a movement to 
return the trade, unions, to the old'Gompers policy of rewarding 
friends and fighting enemies. This is an incorrect policy. 
Labor should act as an independent and. united political force. 
Now is the time to begin a real campaign against gerrymandering 
in the redistricting ; of .i960. The candidacy of CHRISPHS WRIGHT 
serves notice on the liberal Democrats that they cannot 
continue to, ignore Negro' candidates. SPARKS stated that. the 
District Negro Affairs Commission has requested that the 
District Council take no position on this candidacy at the 
present time because it is a complicated situation which 
requires considerable study before the Party can take a position.. 
(This represented an answer to the rather violent criticisms >s,_/ v

"He stated that>ih v the last few .days before the 
primary, the two Negro papers, the 'Tribune 1 -and the 'Eagle', 
had withdrawn their support from ROYBALL. We must, work to 
heal the breach between the Mexicans and Negroes' which this 
has caused. A meeting in August or July of the Party's State 
Coordinating Committee has been called to consider the Party's 
course of action with respect to the November elections and 
the problem of independent candidates, etc.j^Q 

"At the conclusion of his report, SOL MONROY rose 
to ask why the report had completely omitted any mention of ^> 
the very important primary fight which HENRY LOPEZ had won. (gj 

"LIL HASKELL asked why it was that the Negro papers' 
had dropped their endorsement of ROYBALL. 

"HENRY SAZER .asked for "further discussion of the 
dual endorsement problem in the 24th Congressional.*!*^ 

"These questions were not answered directly at that 

time. 

."A motion was made by CAL "GOODMAN that discussion 
be limited to 45 minutes so that this part of the meeting 
could be concluded at 10:00 o'clock. 

"BERNIE LUSHER then' spoke, stressing the significance 
of KNIGHT's campaign to win labor " liberal support, emphasizing 
the need for a registration campaign, 

"BILL TAYLOR spoke in disagreement with NEMMY's 
position that the primary represents a victory as such. The 
one great victory which TAYLOR sees 'is the defeat by labor of 
the right to work initiative. However, he stated the campaign 
did not raise the peace issue and only barely touched upon the 
unemployment question. In the elections in November, Negro 
candidates can only make themselves heard through the.' 
Republican Party channels . It should be apparent that being a 
Democrat does not guarantee representation to the Negro people. 
He stated that the Negro press is united in its support of its 
candidacy and Negro-Mexican unity is at its highest level. Too 
few Negroes, however, voted in the election because they did 
not feel the possibility of accomplishing anything^g^^ 
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"The next speaker was FRED CANNON, who stated that 
his most important interest is in maintaining the Communist 
Party. In order to do that, we must focus on the main 
problem of the Party, which is one of fighting for Negro 
representation. In the Compton-Watts area,tfthe white Party 
members did not work in the election campaign. This is an 
intolerable situation -Jg^ 

. "DOROTHY HEALEY then gave a special report on the 
relationship of the peace question to the elections. She 
stated that it is the prime responsibility of the Communist 
Party to highlight issues which might not otherwise be 
properly raised. There is danger' that the Democratic Party, 
in the flush of its victory, may conciliate with the more 
conversative forces. We must ereate'a climate in which the 
peace questions will be properly 'discussed. There is a good 
chance that- the United States will shortly agree to stop 
nuclear testing. However, many "feel that the stoppage 
question is in the bag. This'lsnnbt true. There must be 
intense activity on this question' as well as the- larger 
question of peaceful co-existence. Monday night, June 23, 
begins Peace Week "in Los Angeles* ""Oh Monday, June 23rd, 
HEALEY stated, a meeting will "be held at the First Baptist 
Church. One of the most important speakers will be Mr. HEINE, 
spokesman to the U.N. for the Marshall Islands people, who has 
filed a law suit against the Atomic Energy Commission to force 
them to discontinue testing, 

"HEALEY then diverged from her regular report to 
treat briefly the question of" WRIGHT ' s candidacy. She quoted 
the Los Angeles 'Eagle » ■ as stating that " a study of 30 Negro 
precincts showed that ^Kfo of the 'Negro "voters voted for BROWN, 
mainly because of the FEP question: '" It appears that Negro 
candidates must get stronger organizational support from the 
Democrats in order to make any headway" in their Party. 
However, we cannafct expect the Republican candidates to capture 
any major portion of the Negro vote."" She indicated that the 
failure to mention LOPEZ in "NEMMY 1 s report" was an oversight. 
His election has national significance, particularly because 
he conducted his campaign strictly on the issues. n£\ , 

"At the close of (HEALEY ' jfreport , \gLLEN BERMA^jffosfe- 
to make a brief announcemenT*to "the effect tnSTfc- many SANE ' 
Committee groups were organizing, hot dog parties for high 
sehool and college students after which they were planning to 
go in a body. to hear LINUS PAULING at the First Baptist Church 
on June. 23, 1958. He speaks together with HEINE and AL WIRIN 
of the American Civil Liberties Union. 
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"CAL GOODMAN -then rose and indicated that he was 
willing to give up his discussion "time in the interest of 
suspending discussion until a future Council meeting can 
devote more time to the question. He requested that NEMMY's 
report he published and ANN BYLER added that any findings of 
the Coordinating Council meeting should also he published. 
It was decided that the Party in California would try to 
establish a clear election line by the end of August. The 
recommendation was then made by the District Board that the 
election to the National Committee membership be postponed 
until the time of the District' Convention in September. It 
was noted that those members of the. National Committee who 
live in Los' Angeles and are represeritat'ives-at-large have 
been financed in their trips East "entirely by California money 
and the national center has supplied no funds for this 
purpose.

"CAL GOODMAN proposed a motion that the contents 
.of this resolution be considered" at "the District Convention 
in September and SOPHIE SILVER stated that she would rather 
see the question postponed indefinitely. CHARLENE MITCHELL 
indicated that she felt the Party " should take a position now 
and DANNY COHEN indicated that any deliberations on the DENNIS 
resolution would have to. include discussion on BOB THOMPSON'S 
interpretation of theumeaning of this resolutioji^^) 

"GOODMAN'S motion. was carried by a vote of 23 in 
favor; 11 opposed; no abstentions. Those voting against the 
postponement included MAX STEINBERG, ART SAVAGE, CHARLENE 
MITCHELL, PETTIS PERRY and other left-wing members^g^ 

"A report was then read from the Review and Appeals 
Committee set up by the last National Convention, regarding 
the BILL and SHIRLEY TAYLOR case. This report castigates the 
bureaucratic handling of BILL TAYLOR'S removal from leadership 
in the Party in 1952 which surrounded his request to return to , 
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"California at that time. The report also speaks of the 
inhuman manner in. which the action was taken and states that 
despite his weaknesses, there was no justification for this 
high-handed action. While some of TAYLOR'S statements 
could be interpreted as nationalistic, on the other hand the 
.position taken with regard to him is clearly chauvinism, even 
though those who took the position had no feeling that they 
were being chauvinistic .l^g^ 

"After the report was read "by DOROTHY HEALEY, a 
number of questions were asked, ' particularly by ART SAVAGE, 
who demanded to know why the Appeals ' Committee had not 
insisted upon aperies of control tasks for those responsible 
for the action. rC ) 

"JIM FOREST rose as a "member of the Appeals' 
Commission and stated that there was ho sense in raising 
individual personalities on "this question because this 
would' be opening a Pandora 1 s box from which the Party would 
necessarily suffer. The question 'was' raised regarding whether 
this statement by the Appeals Commission would be made public 
property of the Party Clubs. •'DOROTHY HEALEY" replied that the 
question would be posed before "the 'Appeals "Commission in 
New York during the National' Committee "meeting and they would 
have to make a recommendation "regarding whether this report 
should be published. 

"A resolution was then "brought forward from the 
Whittier Section regarding Calif ornia ' s part in the National 
Executive Committee and this "resolution was referred to the 
previous motion which postponed this discussion until' the 
District Convention. . 

"Another resolution was" raised from" the Miscellaneous 
Industrial Section regarding the 'holding of open Party meetings 
such as the May Day meeting. ,TMs was also tabled, "(jv^ 

"DOROTHY HEALEYCtheh made an announcement regarding 
a statement which had been received "that day from BOB THOMPSON 
concerning the expulsion of' 'the ultra left' in Chicago. 
(Presumably by 'ultra left', THOMPSON and HEALEY were referring 
to the leadership of the PLYNN Section in Chicago, which has for 
some time been conducting a national campaign without taking 
recourse proper Party channels." This group views an echo in 
the Puerto Rican Section in Manhattan and is locally in touch 
with LIL HASKELL of £an Diego and IRENE MANDEL and ART SAVAGE 
Of Los Angeles. )*Jgo 
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"HEALEY stated that THOMPSON'S communication would 
be made available to the Party membership *"^Jj^ 

"CHARLENE MITCHELL thenorose to announce a youth 
conference which has been planned for Friday, July 18, 1958, 
at a place to be announced. A recommendation was made 
regarding the next District Council meeting that in order 
to simplify hearing of National Committee reports, that this 
meeting be a special joint meeting with the District Council 
and all Party Functionaries present. (This meeting wiil 
probably be the largest meeting 'held of Party leaders between 
now. and the District Convention. " DOROTHY HEALEY commented 
privately that she expects well over 100 to attend.) jg^- 

"The meeting is to be held on Sunday, July 20, 1958, 
at the Park Manor, 

"ELIZABETH SPECTOR" suggested" that the District 
Board be given power to set the date for the August meeting 
of the Council. 

"CAL GOODMAN arose "to announce the Education 
Conference on, June .29, 1958 and "to stress the importance of 
representation. He also announced that articles are being 
accepted for the District Bulletin .regarding any Party 
problems from individuals or clubs in the Party. He also 
announced a meeting of Education Leadership set for Friday, 
July 18, 1958, at Hungarian-American Cultural Center, at which 
time PETTIS PERRY will discuss theoretical aspects of the 
Negro question. 

"The meeting was adjourned shortly after 11:00 PiM/jJ

"Dear EASON: 

"I would appreciate your thoughts on a personal civil liberties 
problem in which I know you share a 'professional' interest. 

"I arrived here in Atlanta an hour ago to assist in countering 
the hearings of HUAC, scheduled for July 30-31. I am working 
cooperatively with JIM D0MBR0WSKI and the Southern Conference 
Educational Fund; I am still with ECLC at least until August 1, 
but the SCEP have asked me to come South to work with them on 
this hearing which they see as aimed at the further harassment of 
White integrationists. 

"Within 5 minutes of checking into my hotel room I was served 
with a subpoena for the hearings here, effective July 30. 

"Of interest, but unrelated to the questions which will follow, 
is the manner in which this was done: I learned by wire late 
yesterday that I would be staying at this Hotel Biltmore under 
a reservation made in New Orleans by -DOMBROWSKI. By chance the 
only phone calls yesterday wherein I gave this address were to 1) 
ROWLAND WATTS (I was calling him to establish legal liason with 
ACLU volunteer counsel in Newark (EMIL OXPELD) with whom I've 
been corresponding re HUAC hearings there on Sept. 3. Other than 
these 2 phone calls and 2 letters which I mailed late last night, 
there were no further 'public' communication of where I was staying. 
There was a 'man' which I pointedly noticed when I entered the 
hotel who was not the same man as the subpoena server; there was 
a mysterious phone call as I entered the room who 'just hung up ! 
according to the operator. The server said: 'I'm the -Chief 
Deputy for . the Dept. of Justice Marshall's office here in Atlanta; 
this was made out yesterday; they told me that I'd find you in 
the Atlanta Biltmore this afternoon. ' 

"Enough 'cloak and dagger' speculation. 

"Now to my questions: I want thoughts on 1) the position which 
I would like to take; and 2) what counsel, if any at this time 
I should have represent me. 

"On 1): I would like to consider the most fundamental test of the 
HUAC possible . I certainly would lilce to go at least as far as 
X did in Dec. 1956, but thought we might by now have considered 
something more fundamental: e.g. refusing to answer the subpoena; 
or, answering it in writing or in person, but refusing" to be sworn 
(if in person) just saying: 'This Committee stands in direct 
violation of the Constitution and I'll have nothing to do with it - 
period.' (if I wouldn't be violating arson laws or something like 
'the destruction of public property', why hot publicly tear it up 
or burn it J 
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"On 2) I would like to see ACLU (National office) take this 'from 
scratch' as their test case. I see problems in having LEONARD 
BOUDIN for ECLC take this as its real test case - just at the 
moment when I am resigning, in part, because I am opposed to having 
ECLC continue in the 'testcase' field when ACLU shows all the signs 
of doing this part of the civil liberties work on a 'pure' civil 
liberties basis. - 

"Personally, from the financial standpoint, I am of course in no 
position to even retain a lawyer for whatever I do here in the 
hearing; and certainly unable to 'carry this up'. Also, if ECLC 
sees this as 'an attack on one of its employees' which of course 
it is, there are other financial advantages and securities for the 
family, I suppose should I 'lose.' I just don't want to breathe 
'life' into a phase of ECLC with which I am opposed. There is still 
another technical matter with which we must contend: should I be 
cited re a hearing in Georgia, does the case begin in the Federal 
District Court for this area? 

"Please discuss this with as few people as possible, then send 
a special delivery back just as quickly as possible. (Or phone 
me if ACLU can properly pay the costs). No carbons here, so 
please call Mrs. DOROTHY MARSHALL at CCPAF and consult. If you 
feel it is wise"' and necessary, feel free to discuss my questions 
with the same wonderful people whom I consulted in Dec. 1956; AL 
WIRIN, BEN MARGOLIS, DAN MARSHALL, BOB KENNY, BOB SCHMORLEITZ, 
et al. Atlanta is just 'charming.' The Biltmore is on Peachtree 
St.

Informant also furnished a copy of a letter written 
by DOROTHY MARSHALL to PRANK WILKINSON in reply to' the above 
letter. This letter is as follows: 

"(COPY) 

"(dated) July 25, 1958 

"Dear PRANK: 

"Wow, you really have something on your ' cotton-pickin hands i' 
Somehow Georgia seems so cut off from decent civil liberties 
contacts but I suppose there must be some even there. 

"I consulted all the people you mentioned to EASON - summary of 
each ones reaction enclosed. EASON contacted New York (WATTS was 
away) and will call again Monday. He also talked to AL WIRIN. 
I talked to the rest. 
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"SUMMARY OP GENERAL OPINION WOULD GO AS FOLLOWS t 

"1 - you cannot just ignore subpoena. This has been tried before 
(JOSEPHSON case) issue is decided and you would be jailed. Also it 
would raise a new issue - ignoring summons - which would detract 
from main issue of HUAC and its actions. 

"2 - you should appear, be sworn in and then make your record on 
the 1st. 

"3 - legally you could tear up or burn subpoena publically but 
it wouldn't be wise and might get a bad public reaction - too 
disrespectful of law and order - descending to the HUAC level. 

"4 - by all means try to have ACLU take the case not ECLO. Good 
for many reasons. Try' to keep ECLC on string if possible so they 
will feel some financial interest in WILKINSON affairs - feel 
ECLC can be sold on importance of having ACLU defend one of ECLC 
staff. 

"5 - you would be tried for contempt in Georgia. This is bad for 
many reasons including expense but unaidable. Consensus seems to 
be that no change of venue is possible. At best you would have to 
be tried in D.C. if any change possible. 

"Everyone here is anxious to help so please call on 
us as you need us. I tried to phone you when your letter arrived 
but you were not in your hotel room. I'll try to reach you again 
this afternoon. Call me and reverse charges to CCPAP if you want, 
or call me at home AX 1-4211. 

" MARSHALL letter to WILKINSON 

"It seems to me that if you can emphasize that this subpoena is 
merely to harass for for working for integration and upholding the 
Supreme Courf it would be fine. Don't know how you .can get any 
press on this in Georgia however. BOB KENNY feels very strongly 
that Georgia courts are no place for a test case of any kind, espec- 
ially for a 'carpet bagger.' 

'Please be careful - those southerners are so wild they may blow 
you up even if you aren't a Negro. 

"HERE ARE THE HIGHLIGHTS OP EACH PERSONS COMMENT; 

" BEN MARGOLIS ; the important issue in Georgia is not the 1st 
ammendment but the harassment of integratioHists and the attack 
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on Negroes who are fighting for their rights as citizens. FRANK 
should not interject any other issues here. I suggest he 

1. be sworn in and take the same position be took before. 

2. emphasize affirmatively his own activities - point 

out that subpoena is harassment because he seeks implementation 
of Supreme Court decisions on integration. This is the best 
forum. By no means take any extreme position in Georgia such as 
tearing or burning a subpoena or you won't rally public support. 

" BOB SCHMORLEITZ ; If FRANK isn't careful he will do time - 
don't let him even think about ignoring the subpoena or burning 
it up. Avoid at all costs appearing foolhardy or disrespectful] . 
Feels there is real physical danger to you in the deep south. 
Don't sacrifice principles - stand firm but do it legally and 
only go as far as you have to. 

" BOB KENNY ; Georgia courts are no forum for test cases of any 
kind; would advise both 1st and 5th. Feels you could legally 
tear or burn subpoena so long as you appear but thinks it would 
be a childish gesture. BARENBLATT case is on the way up with the 
same issues so you don't have to be a test case especially in 
Georgia. Says you would be tried in Atlanta for contempt and the 
appeal would be in New Orleans with very great extra expense for 
travel etc. A oid it if possible. Urges use of 5th as well as 
1st. 

"DAN MARSHALL ; Should handle it like last time, perhaps changing 
your stand a bit to include post WATKINS values. Stick to the 
1st. Don't make public gesture of burning subpoena in south - 
will lose more than you would gain in public relations. 

" EASON MONROE ; Thinks the National ACLU will be most interested - 
don't talk to anyine but WATTS he says. 

"EASON called New York but WATTS is away until Monday. He will 
call WATTS early Monday and suggests you phone WATTS around noon 
New York time. Feels there is a good chance ACLU will take case. 

•'EASON talked to AL WIRIN who wasmuch interested. AL said to 
take good 1st stand like before, including some WATKINS references. 

"ACLU has no Georgia office apparently and few contacts in the 
south - how about getting WATTS to suggest a local attorney to 
attend the Wednes day hpay ings and set up the case? EASON said to 
be SURE and avoid | |etc. and talk only to WATTS.

QUESTION: With world attention focuss^ed on the Middle East crisis, why 
does the American Civil Liberties Union send you this letter now? 

ANSWER : Because your civil liberties are endangered when conflict "or"* 
threat of war occurs anywhere. Free speech", due process of law, and 
equality are often early victims of such international tensions.

QUESTION : Are your liberties safer today, when the ACLU has 44,000 mem- 
bers, than, say, twenty years ago, when membership was but 5000? 

ANSWER : In 1938 free^ speech was abolished in Jersey City. South Chicago 
police shot and killed ten striking steelworkers . Alabama still held 
four of the Scottsboro boys in prison on evidence regarded as worthless 
against the four let free. The then small ACLU had much to do. 

Today, civil liberties are held in somewhat greater respect. Yet 
Congress would, it appears, undercut the Supreme Court ! s historic civil 
liberties decisions of the past few years. The hard- fought advance won 
in Little Rock last fall for equality in education has been all but ne- 
gated by a Federal judge. The ACLU, although stronger now, is taxed to 
the utmost to defend the Bill of Rights in 1958. 

The defense of the Bill of Rights takes new forms but never ends. We 
either protect the gains we have won or risk losing them. 

The ACLU ^de fends ^the right of everyone to exercise the privileges of 

sriship in a 'free country, even going to court where_neces.sary. We 
^d welcome the "support of all those, and only those, whose de- 
|'to N civil liberties is not qualified by adherence to Communist, 
t, KKK or other totalitarian doctrine.

"Georgia, I still was unprepared for this. I just pray 
nobody gets hurt and hope I've got what it takes inside me 
to get through these next few days 0 I attended services this 
morning at Rev. MARTIN LUTHER KING'S Ebenezer Baptist 
Church; in times like these I feel keenly the need to refresh 
my spiritual roots. 

"Ones first experience with Southern racial 
segregation is just awful. Last night JIM DOMBROWSKI and 
I were coming back from several hours work in the office of 
one of the most prominent Negro attorneys. In getting on 
a crowded bus in an all Negro district, the rules regarding 
bus segregation were being Ignored because of no white 
passengers. There was 1 front side seat, along side of 
which 2 Negro men were seated, when they sagsfme get on the 
bus they both jumped to their feet to stand and move to the 
crowded rear and leave the whole seat to me. Without 
thinking I reached out and took the nearest man by the arm 
and brought him back down in the seat beside me, sayings 
"I have no ill feeling 1 . They changed their facial 
expressions from this indefinable hostility toward whites 
to an instant moment of warmth; then they moved away leaving 
the whole seat to me. 

"On the second day we were here we were again 
in an all Negro district when we were caught out in on of 
these sudden rain storms. We were beginning to get drenched 
when I spotted a cab and started to make a jump to get in, 
when JIM grabbed my arm saying; "FRANK, you can't do that'. 
My eyes then noticed the sign on the cabs 'Colored only'. 
So it goes, over and over again; one never escapes from this 
great 'wall between' . 

"We've been looking for 3 days now to find a 
lawyer who will represent any of us - with no luck whatsoever. 
There is no ACLU and the most courageous local Negro and 
white attorneys are unwilling to touch it, saying that they 
don't feel prepared in this field of law. We have word that 
Bishop C. EUBANK TUCKER, a part time lawyer and part time b6 
Bishop of the African Methodist Episcopal Church Zion in b7c 
Louisville, has been retained by some ^ukBqenaed from 



Chicago. We also hear that PORER and

by subpoenaes from Virginia. We'll just nave to wait and 
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"see. Mostly we've been so busy trying to build some 
effective resistance in this 8 gestapolike ' atmosphere that 
there hasn't been much time to worry about either lawyers 
or 'position'. 

"Please call each of those who you talked with 
before and thank them very very much for their aid and 
concern,. Please impress on them that I am fully conscious of 
the problems which we face here; I can't think of any place 
where the Bill of Rights is less understood and respected, 

"Legally I still don't know where to turn and 
probably won't know much more until the last minute. BOUDIN 
and RABINOWITZ, primarily VICTOR, are recommending that I 
send a letter or wire along the lines of ray 1956 advance 
statement (see page 3) and not actually appear. In the 
light of the advice you have sent, however, it would seem 
that this is to be weighed most carefully. 

11 I've written to ROWLAND WATTS and had a wire 
back from a MELVIN L. WOLF at ACLU saying that there were 
trying to track ROWLAND down and that he will call me on 
Monday morning. With EASON calling also tomorrow, maybe the 
ACLU will consider sending down a lawyer. I do hope so; 
you can hardly imagine how isolated one feels under these 
conditions. (On top of everything there are many indications 
that we are being monitored on the phone; within an hour 
or two after we had worked out a plan to keep the BRADENS 
from coming because of vacation and children they sent 
through a wire cancelling ANNE's subpoena and sending through 
a travel order for CARL alone. ) 

"I've not committed myself to ECLC, in the 
hope that ACLU will at the last minute help out. If ACLU 
says »no« I don't know what ECLC would do.

The Executive Board meets 
tomorrow, night to decide if they are going to help me out 
financially to get home and to decide when my work with them 
is to end.

AN OPEN LETTER TO THE PEOPLE OF LOS ANGELES l 



Next week the House Committee on UnAmerican Activities returns to Los Angeles 
to hold hearings. The committee comes here after a session in Atlanta, Georgia,, 
late last month - an appearance which was opposed by 200 Negroes from 17 South- 
ern states and the District of Columbia, \rho stated in an open letter to the 
House* of representatives : 

We are acutely aware of the fact that there is at the present time a shock- 
ing amount of un-American activity in our Southern states. To cite only a 
few examples, there are the bombings of the homes, schools, and houses of ' 
worship of not only Negroes but also of our Jewish citizens; the terror 
against Negroes in Dawson, Georgia; the continued refusal of boards of 
registrars in many Southern communities to allow Negroes to register and 
vote; and the activities of White Citizens Councils encouraging open de- 
fiance of the United States Supreme Court. 

However, there is nothing in the record of the House Committee on Un-Ameri- 
can Activities to indicate that, if it comes South, it will investigate 
these things. On the contrary, all of its activities in recent years sug- 
gest that it is much more intetested in harrassing and labeling as' "sub- 
versive" any citizen who is inclined to be liberal or an independent 
thinker. 

For this reason, we are alarmed at the prospect of th£k committee coming 
South to follow the lead of Senator Eastland, as well as several investi- 
gating committees, in trying to attach the "subversive" label to any 
liberal white Southernee who dares to raise his voice in support of our 
democratic ideals. 

Twenty-one days ago the New York Times published a letter which said in part: 




The proper and essential functions 
of Congressional investigations must 
be preserved, but in the process of 
investigating subversive activities 
Congressional committees too often 
have acted as grand jury andTiave em- 
ployed such wrong methods as unsub- 
stantiated charges, blanket indict- 
ments and unverified and unevaluated 
data. These methods endanger the 
very freedoms which they seek to 
preserve. 

Some of the signers were: 



Church and synagogue organiza- 
tions, reflecting .the conscience of 
our democracy, have gone on record 
in opposition to these serious 
abuses of Congressional authority. 



In the past year, the Un-Ameri- 
cih Activities Committee has made 
no apparent change in the temper, 
tone or purpose of its conduct, 
despite the rebuke by the Supreme 
Court.

The "NAACP Newsletter", official organ 
of the Los Angeles Branch, in its April, 1957 issue 
described the problem with the CP and contained the 
following paragraph: 

"The NAACP '"is a strongly American anti-Communist 
organization. For years it was strenuously attacked by 
N the CP since they could not succeed in taking it over." 

BEN DOBBS, Executive Secretary, SCDCP, stated .. 
in Hay, 1957 that the CP had considered sending a delegate 
to the prayer pilgrimage sponsored by the NAACP in Washington, 
D. C, but that the conclusion was reached that a CP delegate 
would be more of a dividing factor than a unified factor 
since the NAACP is anti-Communist.

The 
chapter was formed in August, 195^ in order to preserve 
the former IWO Lodge as an entity and was named the 
Guiseppe Verdi Council Number 97* national organiza- 

tion of the Sons of Columbus reportedly is a patriotic 
social organization made up of Americans of Italian background. 
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Due to the nature of the national organization of the Sons 
of Columbus the Local Chapter 97 has been unable to influence 
the policy of the national organization in any way. Locally 
Lodge Number 97 has not participated officially in activities 
of any CP dominated organization. Unofficially the organiza- 
tion has in the past raised funds to assist the "People's 
World".

"MEETING OP THE SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA DISTRICT COUNCIL, CP USA 

"September 21, 1958 

"Held at the park Manor 
607 South Western 
Los Angeles 

"The meeting was opened '-at 10:00 a.m. by DOROTHY 
HEALEY, who proposed an agenda of (l) announcements, (2) the 
House Un-American Activities Committee, (3) the election 
campaign, (4) the 'People's World', and (5) good and welfare. 

" ANNOUNCEMENTS' 

"DOROTHY HEALEY announced that the material on the 
table in the rear of the hall should be taken by all sections. 
Special attention should be directed to the new issue of 
'Party Affairs,' especially the interview with GIL GREEN'S 
brother regarding the amnesty campaign for WINSTON and GREEN. 

"A campaign of communications should be directed to the 
Board of Paroles, HOLC Building, 101 Indiana Avenue, Washington, 



"The 'People's World' drive standings. 

"CHARLENE ' ALEXANDER announced the CP anniversary . 
mass meeting celebrating the 39th Anniversary of the American 
CP. HY LUMER will be the main speaker. The meeting will 
be held in the ballroom of the park Manor. All sections are 
asked tob turn in names of charter members, who will be issued 
special invitations to the meeting. Sections are also asked 
to collect donations of cakes and pies for refreshments at 
the meeting. 

"PETTIS PERRY announced the JIMMY WILSON campaign. 
WILSON has been rescheduled to die October 24. PERRY urged 
the setting up of broad community committees and the sending of 
wires, letters, resolutions by unions, statements from candidates 
for political offices, etc. He urged full utilization in the Party 
of the statement of the National Executive Committee, copies of 
which were available on the literature table. 
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"CAL GOODMAN announced the Education Department 
meeting for -Friday, September 26. 

" HOUSE' UN-AMERICAN ACTIVITIES COMMITTEE 

"The first main point on the agenda was the report 
on the House Un-American Activities Committee by DOROTHY 
HEALEY. She said the main characteristics of this hearing 
were, first, the large number of persons subpoenaed; second, 
the fact that all hearings were in executive session; and, 
third, thatwthe Committee was unable to produce any new friendly 
witnesses or to stampede any of the persons subpoenaed into 
giving them any information. 

"She outlined as the two concentration tasks of the 
Party, first, the encouraging of mass activity in the area in 
exposing the role of the Un-American Activities Committee, and, 
second, the guaranteeing that no -atmosphere of hysteria was 
" generated by the Committee which might cause loss of jobs. The 
results of this concentration policy of our Party were, first, an 
effective resistance to the Committee, and, second, the fact 
that there was only one loss of a job of any person subpoenaed. 
This' was BERNIE BURTON in the 'Los Angeles Times', and DOROTHY 
HEAEEY stated that his job would have been lost anyhow because 
he had failed to inform the •Times' that he had formerly been 
employed by the 'Daily People's World' and the 'Daily Worker.' 
She said, however, that a petition was circulated amongst the 
'Times' employees and about 200 signatures have been secured to 
date requesting BURTON'S reinstatement. 

, t "The estimate of the Party, therefore, was that the 
entire campaign resulted in a victory for the progressive forces 
in Los Angeles. 

"She outlined as the main purposes of the Committee 
in this hearing: First, the developing of an attsck against 
the Supreme Court, in unity with the white supremacists of the 
South, around the proposition that recent decisions of the 
Supreme Court have made it impossible to legislate in any state 
against sedition and, therefore, the Supreme Court decisions 
must be set aside by Congressional action. Second, to exploit 
the internal crises /in the Party. Third, to intensify the internal 
problems of the Party and to further disrupt it. Fourth, to widen 
•the gap between Party members and ex-Party members. Fifth, to 
establish the need for a new appropriation for the House Un- 
American Activities Committee.. 

"They hope to prove the need for such an appropriation 
by establishing, first, that those members who have left the 
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Party since the 20th Congress actually left by directive 
fi?om the Party for the purpose of forming a new party which 
would not have the bad name' the present party has. Second,, 
that such a new party actually would be the same as the old 
party in the sense that it would be a conspiratorial organiza- 
tion and would still be functioning under orders from Moscow. 

"The mass response to the presence of the Committee 
in Los Angeles was made effective by, first, the ad placed 
in Los Angeles community newspapers by the ACLU; second, the 
unity expressed in the Negro community through the Negro 
press; third, the greater response by labor, including CIO, 
AF of L, and certain specific unions such as the UAW; and, 
fourth, the youth activity against the Committee. 

- "She* said the Committee made great efforts to separate 
the Party from the rest of the non-party subpoenaees, but 
that they were unable to achieve this objective. 

"Second, the fact that there were demands within 
the -Communist Party from several sections and clubs that 
the Party hold collective discussions of Party members who 
were subpoenaed for the purpose of making decisions and 
advising such comrades as to how to testify. She stated 
that the Board and, the Party leadership refused to accede 
to these demands because this would be the best possible 
ammunition for an indictment of conspiracy. 

"However, she said, the Committee did succeed in 
intensifying disruption within the Party. They did this, first, 
by the circulation of the story that DOROTHY HE ALE Y must have 
cooperated, with the Un-American Activities Committee because 
there is no other way to explain what she was doing on the stand 
for four hours unless she was actually cooperating with the 
Committee; second, the fact that the commercial press distorted 
her statements and distorted the news reports ivhich the Committee 
issued to them. 

"She said that these two factors point up how FBI 
Agent provocateurs operate within the Party and are continuing 
to disrupt the Party organization because our comrades do not 
understand how to cope with this type of activity. 

"She said the main content and direction of the 
questions in the hearings were: First, around the July 27 
Joint District Council and functionaries meeting; second, 
the disagreements in the National Committee; third, the 
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content and decisions of the Party conventions in the District 
and nationally; and, fourth, the report given by DOROTHY HEALEY 
on mass work at the First District Convention, 

"She said that many of the comrades, when they 
received subpoenaes, were very upset and uneasy; however, no 
one should be afraid of appearing before such a committee 
because reliance on the Bill of Rights makes appearance 
before the Committee not difficult, and all one has to do 
is take the first to tenth amendments to the Constitution 
and say, 'Same answer,' 'Same answer,' 'Same answer,' etc. 

"The next portion of her report was concerned with 
the question of stool pigeons and enemy agents within the 
Party. She said we must isolate and identify such agents 
by political and organizational vigilance. We must recognize 
politically the role of stool pigeons in the Party and that 
these people have an organized division of labor. Some of 
them just have the responsibility of providing names, others 
are assigned a political role of provocation and disruption. 
Our Party must develop a political sensitivity that will 
identify both types of agents. 

"She said $10,000 has been raised to fight the House 
Un-American Activities Committee* to date, and that most of 
this has been raised from non-Party sources in mass organiza- 
tions in the progressive community. She urged full coopera- 
tion of all progressives in support of the national campaign 
to abolish the House Un-American Activities Committee. 

"She outlined the differences between the New Jersey 
hearings and the Los Angeles hearings, which were held simul- 
taneously, and stated that the difference was primarily due 
to the organization of a mass campaign in the Los Angeles area. 

"A question period followed. 

"IRVING SNIDER inquired whether there was any obser- 
vable link in the questions of the Committee to the campaign 
against the right-tp-work law. DOROTHY HEALEY answered that 
there was not, but there was an obvious effort to attack the 
trade union movement as such. 

"CHARLIE SCHWARTZ inquired as to whether there were 
any lawyers present with all persons appearing. DOROTHY stated 
that at the beginning they had tentatively decided not to 
have attorneys present with those people who had had experience 
in hearings, but on further consideration they decided it would 
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be inadvisable not to have legal counsel present because no one 
kiew precisely what line the questioning would take, and, therefore, 
everyone was represented . 

"CAL GOODMAN inquired as to whether there would be 
any follcw-up meetings, and DOROTHY announced that the Committee 
to Preserve. American Freedoms will hold a mass meeti ng on Oct ober 1 
at the Larchmont Hall, 118 North Larchmont, at which l I

"At this point CHARLENE ALEXANDER announced that the 
meeting of Org Secretaries and all personnel in administrative 
work scheduled for Wednesday, October 1, is cancelled in 
favor of the meeting at the Larchmont Hall. 

" DISCUSSION ON REPORT 

"(1) SOEHIE SILVER was critical of the role of the 
'People's World.' She stated it should have been used to 
dispel rumors and confusion and should have had an independent 
position regarding the Un-American Activities Committee; further, 
that the Party should have issued an independent statement in v the 
PW and should not have merged itself so completely with the 
Committee to Preserve American Freedoms. Second, there should 
have been more consideration given to the type of .press statements 
given out in the course of the hearings by DOROTHY HEALEY and others . 

"She was also very critical of the lack of security 
consciousness, particularly in the use of the telephone. She 
stated that the only way it was possible for committees like 
this to get such accurate information about internal Party affairs 
was because the Party has almost forgotten how to maintain even 
minimum security guarantees. 

"She stated that in her opinion one reason the 
Committe'e held only executive sessions was their sensitivity 
to the coming elections and the fact that MOULDER and others 
on the Committee were Democrats, and that a meeting had been 
held -recently in Washington between some of the members of 
the House Un-American Activities Committee and the Democratic 
big-wigs, at which time the Committee members were asked not 
to embarrass the Democratic Party in the coming period. She 
said that California is a very important area to the Democrats 
and that her opinion was that the Committee hearings were 
toned down in order to meet this demand of the Democratic - 
Party. 
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I I asked for further clarification on 

the question of press statements and how they were released. 
DOROTHY HEALEY stated that a steering committee of DOROTHY b6 
FOREST, ALEXANDER, BEN DOBBS, and herself was set up which b ^ r 
passed collectively on all statements issued to the press. 

"CHARLENE ALEXANDER stated that she was very angry 
because after waiting all week to be heard by the Committee, 
she was finally told that she would be heard at 2:00 p.m. on 
Friday, and then the Committee adjourned at 1:00 p.m. without 
hearing her. She stated further that in her opinion the comrades 
were correct that there should have been an independent Party 
statement, and also that we missed the boat in not fully utilizing 
the 'People's World.' She said the factional atmosphere in the 
Party was reflected in the joint meetings of all those subpoenaed, 
particularly around the question' of finances. She said that co- 
treasurers were set up by the Committee -- one was SOPHIE KISHNER, 
the other was herself. However, she said the comrades refused 
to turn any money over to her, and in her opinion this reflected 
both white chauvinism and a factional attitude in the Party. She 
said, 'If I am not to be trusted with finances, what am I 
doing handling dues and sustainerjf or the party?' 

"DANNY COHEN asked for further clarification in the 
course of the discussion on the entire question of press state- 
ments and how they were handled. 

"FRED CANNON stated that the hearings proved that 
there was no conspiracy in our party, because 'if there were 
we would not have had the disagreements amongst ourselves such 
as CHARLENE ALEXANDER just commented on. ' However, he said, our 
major weakness is the failure to develop a link between the 
District Council and the rank and file of the Party. He urged 
that more attention be. given to strengthening the Party and all 
of its various apparatuses, and that Party meetings not be set 
aside in favor of mass meetings of other organizations. 

"HENRY SAZER stated that this question of finances 
was- one 'of the best examples as to why the Board should not 
make decisions without- consulting the people involved, and 
that he felt that DOROTHY HEALEY and CHARLENE ALEXANDER were- 
away out of line in the proposals they made at the meeting of 
the people .subpoenaed, and the indication of this was that 
everyone voted against the proposals except DOROTHY and CHARLENE. - 

."HARRY HUNT stated that DOROTHY HEALEY and CHARLENE 
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ALEXANDER should be a little bit self -critical of the kind 
of leadership they showed in these meetings. It is obvious, 
he said, they failed to estimate the people who were subpoenaed 
correctly in terms of their reaction to the proposal on~ 
finances. However, our united front 1'ine obviously was a 
correct tactical line, as proved by the fact that the House 
Un-American Activities Committee was unable to achieve its 
ends. He questioned, however, why. there was no independent 
role of the Party exhibited in the course of the hearings and 
why the Party merged its activities so completely with those 
of the Committee to Preserve American Freedoms. He urged 
that the District Council recognize the fact that a great 
deai of revised thinking has permeated the ranks of the Party, 
as indicated by its inability to relate day-to-day work with 
the long-range program of the Party. 

"In particular, he said, the Trotskyites and the 
Los Angeles 26 are able to carry out isolated activities and then 
go .around beating their breasts about the great amount of 
activity they are carrying' on, whereas the party has tended 
to^ abandon certain areas of activity to such groups, with 
the result, that we have become isolated from many currents 
amongst labor and the people. It is significant, however, he 
said, that the House Un-American Activities Committee does 
recognize our Party as the main danger, as indicated by their 
continuing attacks against our Party, instead of leveling 
these attacks against the SWP or the 26. He urged that we 
minimize factional trends within the Party by finding and 
carrying out a correct mass line. 

"At this point, CAL GOODMAN proposed that we dis- 
continue this portion of the discussion and adjourn for lunch, 
and that on the return from lunch we take up the urgent business 
before the Council, and at the completion of the business return 
to this portion of the discussion, 

"IRVING SNIDER placed this in the form of a motion, 
which was seconded. Discussion on the motion was then opened, 
with NEMMY SPARKS opposing the motion vehemently. An amend- 
ment was then made by DOROTHY HEALEY that we continue the 
discussion on this question until one o'clock, then break for 
lunch, and take up the business portion when the Council 
reconvened after 3unch. This amendment was adopted. 

"BERT DUGDALE urged that all comrades condense their 
comments. A motion was made by DOROTHY HEALEY to the effect 
that speakers be limited to three minutes, and that only eight 
additional' speakers be heard; further, that she be granted 
three minutes summary. This was seconded and carried. The 
discussion then continued. 
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"WALLY TALBOT stated that he agrees with DOROTHY 
HEALEY on her characterization of the hearings, but he felt 
that all the comrades who had spoken up to this point failed 
to recognize' the class character of the bourgeoisie press 
and the fact th* the press is handmaiden of the Un-American 
Activities Committee for the purpose of Party destruction. 
He also was critical of the failure of the PW to do an adequate 
Job. 

> "REVA MUCHA stated that in her opinion both the 
Party and the Committee to Preserve American Freedoms muffed 
taking the initiative on the question of the press. She 
stated that the fact that the hearings were all in executive 
session with the press barred gave us an ideal opportunity 
to give our side of the story to the reporters , who were 
only too anxious to interview everyone who was called by 
the Committee, but we were not prepared to take advantage 
of this opportunity. She urged 'that we work very closely 
with the broad masses who came to the defense of the people 
subpoenaed, in particular ex-Party members and the youth. 
She stated that at the PW picnic a week ago, there were more 
youth than she has observed in any function for a number of 
years . 

"DANNY COHEN stated that DOROTHY HEALEY 1 s remarks 
in her statement to the press regarding her willingness to 
testify before any legitimate body, but her refusal to testify 
before a bastard organization like the Un-American Committee, 
was an example of excellent public relations for the Party. 
He questioned the advisability of the inclusion in the press 
release of DOROTHY'S disagreements with the National Committee 
on the Hungarian statement. 

"BERT DUGDALE, speaking on the question of security, 
stated that we must learn to carry out adequate security 
measures without ■ immobilizing the Party. He told .how a few 
years ago some member of the State Board in the Qld Control 
Commission had set up an appointment to meet with the people 
in Orange County and every possible security measure was 
taken, including notifying people to be at various street 
corners where they were picked ip in one car, with only the - 
driver knowing the address of the meeting, and every precaution 
was exercised, and it was not until a year or so later that 
they learned that a Government agent had been present at 
all steps. 

. "ELIZABETH RICARDO stated that one evidence of 
factionalism in our Party is exhibited not only in the kind 
of relations that developed in the course of the Un-American 
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hearings but also within the District Council itself, where 
very frequently personalities interfere with political decisions. 
She urged that we develop new methods of expressing the 
independent role of the Party, and outlined her experiences 
in speaking before a number of Negro churches in her community 
regarding the subpoena she received and the role of the un- 
American Committee. 

"ART SAVAGE was very critical of the manner in which 
the Party handled itself in relation to publicity around the 
hearings. He said the failure of the Party leadership to 
prepare statements in advance shows an under-estimation of 
the class role of the bourgeoisie press. He was also critical 
of the loose use of the word 'factionalism.' He said the use 
of the term 'factions' within our Party means that anyone 
belonging to such, a faction is liable for expulsion, that 
we can have factional tendencies but we must not have faction- 
alism. 

" ANNE BYLER was very critical of DOROTHY and CHARLENE 
on the question of finances and stated that the' day is long 
past when most Communists will vote in favor of anything 
proposed by a Party leader merely because such a person makes 
the proposal unless there has been a collective decision to 
that effect in advance. 

"SAUL MONROY of Zapata said we really goofed in the 
Mexican community. He said he and two other individuals had 
signed a letter requesting support in the hearings, and that 
the response from the Mexican community was excellent and 
surprising. He said that even ROYBAL stated that the letter 
was an excellent letter and that in the future we must not 
fail to take advantage of gaining such, support, and we must 
never dismiss without trying possible support from any area. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY. in summary, stated that she was a 
little confused as to exactly what was meant by a number of 
the comrades on the question of independent role of the Party. 
She said the main concern of our Party in these hearings was 
to prevent the loss of jobs, and that this was successful. • 
She stated that the TV appearances of both herself and CHARLENE 
certainly should be considered part of the independent role 
of the Party. She agreed that a press statement should have 
been issued at the closing of the hearings. She stated that 
she wished to associate herself with CHARLENE ' s remarks, both 
- on. the question of finances and on the question of the role 
of the Party. She also was in agreement on the need for 
greater security measures in the Party, but stated- that the 
main security of the Party lies in our mass work, not in any 
kind of witch hunts within the Party organization. 
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"There was then' a motion to adjourn at 1:20 for half 
an hour's lunch, with the afternoon session to reconvene at 
10 minutes to two. 

"During the noon session, all Section Organizers were 
tt ? d 4.J° meet with D °R0THY HEALEY, at which time she announced 
that the previous District-wide Section Organizers' meetings 
are being broken up into three groups: 

"Group 1 (Valley, Beverly-Fairfax, Bay Cities, AFL, 
CIO; meets on September 24 at the home of CHARLIE 
SCHWARTZ (near the 1500 block on Rosalind, near 
Eastern Avenue). 

"Group 2 (Needle Trades, Miranda Smith, Whittier- 
San Gabriel, Monterey Park, Boyle Heights, City Terrace) 
will meet September 28 at the home of DOROTHY HEALEY. 

"Group 3 (Harbor, Orange, 46th, miscellaneous trade 
union, and Watts -Comp ton) will meet October 7- at the 
home of DOROTHY HEALEY. 

"We then reconvened the general session. 

"The first point on the agenda was the question of 
rf^ c ? n I ention > Jm FOREST reporting for the Board. FOREST 
stated that the. Board originally was going to propose the 
date of November 15 and 16 for the bonvention. However, at 
its meeting, he stated, in going further into the question 
che following points were given consideration. 

_ _ c "First, to hold such a convention on November 15 
and lb would violate constitutional provisions for a two- 
month pre -convention discussion period. Second, the National 
Convention is scheduled for early in the spring, probably 
May. Therefore, it will be necessary to hold a District Con- 
vention in March or April, which will have to be preceded by 
Section Conventions in February, with pre -convention discussion 
beginning in January. 

"It would, therefore, be almost impossible to schedule 
a convention in November and then go fully into a convention 
period within a period of two months thereafter. He said, 
however, that the Board was not willing to take the sole 
responsibility for making such a decision, and therefore 
was placing the question in the hands of the Council for a 
final decision. 
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"DOROTHY HEALEY then called for a motion and discussion. 
A motion was made., seconded and carried that there be a one- 
hour discussion period, "with speakers limited to five minutes 
each. The vote was unanimous. 

"DANNY COHEN stated that he was bringing to the 
Council a motion from his section that the District Council 
merge the proposed bi-year convention with the pre -National 
Convention convention. (reference' is to District . Contention before 
National Convention). ■<% 

"An amendment was then made that the convention be 
held early in 'February or in March, depending on wien the 
material comes from the National Committee for pre -convention 
discussion. This amendment was subsequently passed unanimously 
and an amendment was made by CAL GOODMAN that the Council set 
up two convention arrangements committees, one on a plan of 
work and the other on program. 

"A 'motion was then made by HARRY HUNT that the Board 
send a letter to all clubs informing them that the convention 
will- be held in February or March, depending on when the 
material arrives from. New York. This was voted by the Council. 

"Someone then^asked for an explanation as to the 
difference between program and plan, of work. 

" GOODMAN explained that a program relates to basic 
strategy and a .plan of work to tactics. 

"CHARLENE ALEXANDER opposed the setting up of the 
two committees as outlined by CAL GOODMAN. 

"HARRY HUNT stated that the whole matter of conven- 
tion committees should be referred to the Board, which should 
be charged with the responsibility of carrying out the 
decision made at ha previous District Council meeting to".)bring 
in recommendations to the District Council as to what convention 
apparatus was necessary. 

"It was moved, seconded, and carried to take the 
action recommended by HARRY HUNT, with the proviso that the 
Board report back to the next meeting of the District Council. 

"A motion by BEN DOBBS on consolidation of the Party. 
He urged that the District Council instruct the Board to 
communicate with all Party commissions to instruct them to 
organize conferences around a program in their field of work 
covering both proposals for mass and inner-Party activities. 
He stated that such conferences are already scheduled by 
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the trade union commission and by the Negro commission, and 
that an enlarged meeting has already been called by the 
Education Commission for this purpose. 

n A motion by l 1 that such conferences not 

be held until after the elections was defeated. 

"A motion by SAUL MONROY that the District Council 
guarantee that the question of Mexican work be given priority 
at the next District Convention was voted unanimously by the 
Council. 

"A motion by BEN DOBBS referring to a point made by 
MURRAY NAIDICH that each section and club discuss the 
possibility of section conventions was amended by DOROTHY 
HEALEY that this whole matter be referred to the Section 
Organizers meeting. This was voted by the Council. 

" REPORT ON THE PW BY BEN DOBBS 

. "The material used for the report was the mimeographed 
list of standings (copy attached). He announced that we are 
roughly $10, OOP short of the quota aid that 2/3 of the sections 
are still below 1he county average. He moved that all comrades 
be requested to donate an additional day's pay to help meet 
the quota. He proposed -that the date of October 18 be set 
as the end of the drive. He urged that all sections and clubs 
adopt a schedule of interim quotas to complete the drive, that 
those sections which have already achieved 100$ continue to 
raise funds, that the banquet on October 18 honoring BEN MARGOLIS 
receive full support from all Party apparatuses, that every section 
sell a maximum number of tickets at $7.50 each. : He announced the 
District Party Conference on the PW to be limited only to Party 
members on October 11, with HY LUMER as the main speaker. 

" HARRY HUNT raised an objection to the question of 
hitting up everyone indiscriminately for an additional day's 
pay. 

"EETTIS PERRY urged the use of flexibility in pro- 
posing the additional day's pay. 



| | requested additional information on 

the conference on October 11. 

' " CHARLIE SCHWARTZ urged the utilization of gimmicks 
to raise the extra money. He proposed, for example, that 
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sections and clubs set their quotas higher than their 'commit- 
ments to the PW and that? they pocket the additional funds 
for the section or club treasury. This created qiite a row 
with SADIE DOROSHKIN and others from the PW. 

"It was moved, seconded and carried, however, to 
adopt all of BEN 1 s proposals, and there was only one T no f 
vote and one abstention. 

"THE ELECTION CAMPAIGN 

"Report*, by NEMMY SPARKS - 

"He stated that the Party must view the election 
campaign at least partially in relation to the struggle to 
consolidate our Party. He said that the correctness of such 
an approach is exemplified in the fact that some steps toward 
Party consolidation were taken as a result of the Un-American 
Activities Committee., and that any mass struggle can have* a 
similar effect. 

"He cited the editorial in the 'Los Angeles Times 1 
on 'What if KNOWLAND Should Lose 1 as an example of the hysteria 
which- is beginning to creep into the Republican Party as the 
Democratic and labor offensive gains strength. As an example 
of the desperation of the Republicans, he stated that Mrs. 
KNOWLAND is bringing into California thousands of pamphlets 
written by the anti-Semitic Fascist KAME which attacks REUTHER 
as 'The man who wants to rule America. 1 

"He said the fight against labor is the key issue, in 
the campaign, • that the reactionaries are using many fronts 
to fight this battle. First is the right-to-work law aimed 
at weakening the entire labor movement. Second is the effort 
to split the Negro-labor alliance. Third is their terror of 
the developing independent political action of labor . 

"He said that in* Michigan, for example, the movement 
of independent political action by labor is much further 
advanced, but that it is beginning to crystallize in California, 
and the Republicans hope to stamp it out before it can gain 
a foothold. He said that EISENHOWER is more isolated at this 
time than he ever has been and that there is more public 
opposition to DULLES 1 foreign policies. Moreover, he said, 
the US is in great danger of a shooting war in the Far East. 

"He proposed the following program: 
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"(1) Pressure on all candidates regarding: First, 
labor's rights and its role in the elections; second, the 
war danger and foreign policy; third, the depression; and, 
fourth, the integration struggle and civil rights. 

"That this four-point program should be concretized 
by (1) special attention to the more progressive candidates 
who will not get much support from state political machinery. 
The three candidates who should receive such special support 
are ANDERSON, CRANSTON, and LOPEZ, and, in particular, special 
committees around LOPEZ are essential. 

"(2) The situation in the 26th CD. He read a 
statement written by the District Board which states that 
our policy in the elections is the development of an anti- 
monopoly coalition on the foundatton of the labor-Negro alliance. 
Therefore, the Party position is to support CRISPUS WRIGHT as 
opposed to ROOSEVELT as a step in developing the fight for Negro 
representation. He linked this position to the question of 
re-districting to stop gerrymandering. However, he said, there 
should be no unwarranted attacks against ROOSEVELT. 

"On the question of the KNIGHT-ENGLE campaign, he 
urged the District Council to reaffirm its June position. 
On ROYBAL, he urged special attention by all comrades living 
in the supervisorial district in which ROYBAL is a candiate, 
including voluntary work at headquarters, distribution of 
campaign material, participation in committees, etc., and 
said the ROYBAL campaign should be high on the role of tasks. 

"Congressional District Campaigns - 

"The Party recommends three Congressional Districts 
as concentration areas where Republicans can be defeated. 
These are the 25th, the 21st, and the 15th. 

"SOS (Save Our State) Committees - 

"He stated there are now 46 local offices of SOS and 
urged all comrades to participate in the campaign around Propo- 
sition 18, which is being coordinated by SOS. 

"On Proposition 16, ■ he said the Party position is 
the traditional separation of church and state and, therefore, 
the Party" urges a 'yes' vote. 

"On Proposition 17, despite the confusion and the 
weaknesses in the proposition, the Party also urges a 'yes' 
vote . 
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but that we cannot under any circumstances continue to find 
some reason why Negro candidates should not be supported. 

" SOPHIE SILVER ^ speaking on the 26th in support of 
PETTIS PERRY and in opposition to HARRY HUNT, urged that the 
Party should have a public statement regarding its position 
on the 26th. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY explaining further the Board's 
position on the 26th, stated that she recognized, as did the 
entire Board, that this was a difficult situation, but that 
the American political picture was a complex one and that it 
was quote possible that we would continue to find ourselves 
from time to time having to make a choice between a good 
liberal white candidate and a Negro candidate, and that we 
must find ways, above every other consideration, to develop 
the Negro-labor alliance ; that this question is of prime 
importance. The only answer, she said, is to develop independent 
labor political action in which a fight can be made for labor 
to put forth Negro candidates. The essense of the Board position 
is built around the question of guaranteeing Negro representation, 

"Party members working in the Democratic Party and 
in trade unions must learn to develop flanking activities to 
raise the issue of Negro representation without becoming 
isolated.

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This informant dictated results of this meeting on a menib" "Belt 
which was received by SA MERLE L„ PARKER 9/29/58. by mail. The ' memo" 
belt" was transcribed oh 10/8/58, by'Typist l ^ .hd'the 
report was subsequently documented on 10/14/58, by the informant. 
The report reads as follows; 

"Los Angeles, California 
October 8, 1958 

"On Sunday morning, September 21st, a meeting was 
held at the Park Manor on Western Avenue in Los Angeles of 
the "District Council of Southern California Communist party. 
A "total of 42 party members were observed to be present at 
meeting which was chaired by the District chairman, DOROTHY 
HEALEY with '-BEN DOBBS acting' as secretary for the meeting. 
TED. KNOWLTON of Orange ^County acted as Sergeant at arms and 
was "stationed at the door throughout the session which took 
place' in room one of the Park Manor. Also observed to "be ' 
present at the "meeting were the following? From the former 
57th Section now merged with the Beverly-Fairfax, REVA 
ZWQLINSKI and ALICE SPARKS ; ' from ' the District Board "at large 
NEMMY SPARKS; from 'Orange County, BERT DUGDALE; from the 
Needle Trades Section, ANNA LEVIN and SOPHIE SILVER; from East 
Hollywood, WALTER, TALBOT and EVE BERKOWITZ; from the Zapata 
Section, SOL MONROY and AL ALDEZMA, is a Mexican- American who 
is now Section Organizer in Zapata; from the Western Section, 
DAN C OHEN; from Whit tier, JAKE PARNESS, from Pasadena, ANN 
BYEER; Industrial, HARRY HUNT; Centinella, JACK ROSE and ELSIE 
MONJAR; from Moranda Smith, ELIZABETH RICARDO; from Compton-Watts, 
FRED CANNON and a woman who apparently was his wife, this woman 
was a light skinned Negro; from the Negro Commission, FRANK 
WHITLEY; from the District Board, CHARLENE MITCHELL and 
PETTUS PERRY, the section organiser in the valley MURRY NAIDICH 
as ' well as ART SAVAGE and JEAN KOVNER also from the Valley; . . . 
from Compton-Watts, IRV SNIDER and Miscellaneous-Industrial, 
IRV SARNOFF also IRENE MANDELMAN from an unknown Section; 
MAX STEINBERG from the Valley; SANFORD GOLDNER from the Jewish 
Commission; HENRY SAZER, SLIM CONNELLY, JIM FORREST, 
CAL GOODMAN; from the Harbor ALICE DICK and RUTH UTRECHT, 
CHARLES SCHWARTZ, DOROTHY HEALEY, BEN DOBBS and TED KNOWLTON. 
completed the group. 

"A literature table was set up at the back of the 
hall which contained the following items for distribution 
in the party; a statement listing the Southern California 
People's World 6 drive standings as of September 15th, copy of 
which is attached; copies of the National publication' Party 
Affairs' for September containing extensive documentation on 
the resolutions passed at the National Committee meeting 
recently held in the East, copy of which is attached; a report 
prepared by JIM JACKSON on the question of the party's position 
on the Negro peoples' struggle, copy of which is attached; a 
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"letter "to all party sections and clubs from the Southern 
California" District Board oh "the question of the JAMES' WILSON 
case in Alabama; a brief "announcement on the forthcoming: 39th 
party" birthday celebration to be held at' the' Park Manor "on 
Friday, ' October 3rd as well "as a brief announcement on the 
September assessment for a "month* s additional dues to be used 
to defray expenses of organising the party in the Southern 
states, copy of which is attached; a flyer was also made 
available* at' the literature 'table regarding the forthcoming ' 
Education Department Leadership meeting to be held on Friday, 
September 26th at the Hungarian-American Hall. 

'"The meeting 'began around 10s 30 A.M. with the reading 

of a "proposed agenda by" DOROTHY HEALEY. This agenda was as" 
follows: (1) "announcements, " (2) a report by DOROTHY HEALEY on 
the Un-American Committee followed by extensive discussion 
on the Committees 8 hearings, (3) a "report' to be given" by NEMMY 
SPARKS oh the forthcoming elections,' (4) a report on the 
f People 1 s World* "drive to be " made "by " BEN DOBBS- and (5) a report 
on the question of the forthcoming convention to be. made by 
JIM FORREST 1 The agenda was "accepted as proposed and the 
meeting thai proceeded to "announcements. 'DOROTHY HEALEY 
pointed out that the "People's World", copies of which were 
available then, carried several noteworthy articles in the 
last issue, most particularly she called attention to the 
campaign regarding amnesty which is being started in Southern 
California. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY pointed out that there is an 
excellent possibility that GIL GREEN will be paroled 
in October when he becomes eligible for parole. She also 
pointed out that a campaign is getting under way to try to 
develop amnesty for GREEN and for his fellow prisoner 
between now and Christmas time. She urged that letters be 
sent to the Board of Parole at the Home Owners Loan Corporation 
Building, 101 Indiana Avenue in Washington, B.C. DOROTHY 
HEALEY also called attention to the article in the . ' People ' s 
World 1 regarding the situation in Little Rock. She pointed 
out that the slogan "Send the children to school and FAUBATJS 
to Jail* is a worthwhile slogan to pick up and use elsewhere. 
DOROTHY HEALEY called special attention then to the 'People's 
Worle' drive standings which were published and available in 
the back of the room as well as a memo which was there re- 
garding the proposed assessment for Southern party work. She 
then went on to call attention to the 'Party Affairs' copies 
which were to be found at the back of the hall. 

"CHARLENE rose to announce the forthcoming October 
3rd birthday celebration. Technically the 39th anniversary 
of the party is marked on September 30th, she stated, however, 
the meeting is being postponed until October 3rd in order to 
accomodate HY LUMER who will be the main speaker at that time. 
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"CHAREENE requested that anyone knowing "the" "names of a 'charter 
member of the party " should turn that name" in to the District 
Board so that this ' charter member of the party may be invited 
to attend as"a' special guest of the meeting being held on the 
3rd of October. 

"PETTUS PERRY then took the floor with regard to an 
announcement " calling attention to the JAMES WILSON case 
where' a Negro is "scheduled to die on October 24th "for having 
stolen" $i; 95 from a white woman, " PETTUS called 'for the" "* ' 
creating of broad defense committees in the communities oh 
this question. " He pointed out that the NAACP which has here- 
tofore stayed clear of the "case itself has now "decided to take 
an active part in this case and appointed attorneys to assit 
the defendant. 

"CAL GOODMAN rose to announce the forthcoming meeting 
of education leadership to be held Friday, September 26th at 
the Hungarian- American hall. HY LUMER' will be present at this 
time, to work with the education personnel . 

"After this series of announcements were completed 
DOROTHY HEALEY began her report on the Un-American Committee's 
appearance in Los Angeles which had Just concluded. She 
stated that this was the fifth appearance in Los Angeles of . 
the House Committee on Un-American Affairs and pointed out 
that this particular appearance marked an unusually large 
number of- subpoenas which were issued to various persons in 
the Los Angeles area. In addition she pointed out that this 
was the first executive session to be held by the House 
Committee in Los Angeles since its appearance in 1954. The 
appearance of the House Committee was also marked, she noted,- 
by the absence of identified informers at this hearing. At 
previous hearings informers had been used in relatively large 
number. In DOROTHY HEALEY 8 s opinion the committee had two 
main tasks to present to those people who had been subpoenaed. 
In the first place she stated there was the task of generating 
mass resistance to the war of the Committee itself. In the 
second case, there must be a guarantee, she stated, that 
hysteria causing loss of jobs on the parts of those who had 
been subpoenaed should be minimized. It is notable, she went 
on to say, that the Committee's appearance at this time caused 
the smallest amount of mass hysteria yet seen in any of the 
Committee hearings. She pointed out that resistance to the 
Committee's work reached a new level in this appearance and 
that only one person in a group of 54 who actually appeared 
before the Committee actually lost his job. This was BERNARD 
BURTON and it was stated by many who know BERNARD BURTON, who 
previously belonged to the party and was an employee of the , 
'People's World', that he would probably have lost his job in 
a short time anyhow. 
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"DOROTHY HEALEY " then turned her attention to an 
analysis of the purpose of the hearing/ She stated that 
apparently the Committee' wanted to ' intensify ~ its attack 
which 'it has been'carying on for some time against the 
recent decisions on Civil Liberties made in the Supreme Court, 
It was" also apparent* she went on to state, that the Committee 
was anxious to' utilize the party's internal crisis as a basis 
for looking for new informers within the party and as a basis 
for "deepening the difficulties" in which the party now finds 
itself. Every effort was made, she stated, "to intensify the 
internal problems of the" party during the course of these 
hearings. It was also an objective of the Committee, she 
felt, to widen the gap which exists between certain ex-party 
members" arid present members of the party and* if possible to 
get" ex-party members* to join the 'attack against the party' 
openly. "Iri addition, she felt that one of the basic purposes 
of the Committee *'s appearance was to somehow attempt to re- 
establish the need for the Committee in this Country in the 
face "of the fact that large numbers of people have left the 
party recently. She stated that they took two alternative"** 
positions' in this respect . First of all dt was the position 
of the Committee that many who had left the party were told 
to leave in order to set up a new organization and that 
others who had left were setting up a new organization whether 
or not they were told to leave. She stated that it was the 
position of the Committee that this new organization would 
be a dangerous new version of the Communist party. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY then went on to state that the 
advertisement that had appeared in the newspapers on the first 
day of the hearings sponsored by the American Civil Liberties 
Union helped vastly to counteract the hysteria which was 
being intended by the Committee 0 She noted that this advertise- 
ment was signed by a broad list of prominent leaders. She 
commented that this was probably the broadest list of sponsors 
for anything of this kind in recent years. DOROTHY HEALEY 
also noted that the Negro newspapers with one exception had 
joined in a blistering attack against the Committee 1 s appearance 
in terms of their compositions, that is pointing out that the 
Committee had a record of being opposed to Civil Rights and 
Civil Liberties. She also stated that many important elements 
inside of the AP of L and the CIO had resisted the inroads of the 
Committee, citing the case of a business agent and an AP of L local 
who had refused to in any way get hysterical about a subpoena which 
was delivered on the job, apparently this business agent was in a 
carpenter or other building trades locale She went on to state 
that in. BERNARD BURTON'S case, the employees inside of the 1 Los 
Angeles Times 1 where he has recently been employed were 
circulating a petition for his rehire addressed to NORMAN 
CHANDLER and presently signed by over 200 emplqyees. She 
also pointed out that a thousand leaflets had been distributed 
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ff by the Citizens Defense Committee outside of auto plants in 
recent days attacking the role of the Un« American Committee • * 
One of "the finest points in the close of the campaign against 
the Committee * she stated* was the organization of a Youth 
Committee closely allied to the work of the Citizen's Defense 
Committee which was able to attach' itself * to the Committee ° 
and to help to build their own Marxist movement in the course 
of fighting against the Un-American Activities Committee ♦ 
However, she stated* there'were many important negative aspects 
connected with the appearance * of the Committee in Los 
Angeles which should not be overlooked * 

"The first of these according to DOROTHY HEALEY was 
the fact that there was a lack of understanding on 'the part 
of many party members with regard to the question of whether 
or not the Communist party should take unilateral action with 
regard to the appearance of the Committee . "DOROTHY HEALEY 
maintained^ in the face of criticism from several sources that 
we could not operate a separate resistance to " the work of the 
Committee" and that the Communist party has never in the past 
taken a separate position from that which was held by the 
various Citizens 8 Committees and Defense Committees operating 
in these hearings. She went on to state that another negative 
aspect of the appearance of the Committee was the fact that 
certain areas inside of the party seem to feel that those who 
had been subpoenaed should somehow be instructed as to how 
they would testify,, DOROTHY HEALEY pointed out that instruction 
of this kind coming from anyone but a subpoenaed witnesses 
personal attorney would be constituted as a conspiracy and be 
the basis of a serious indictment against anyone who carried 
on such a conspiracy 0 On the other hand* she pointed out* it 
was perfectly all right for those who had been subpoenaed to 
get together with their attorneys to go through what they 
call a dry run of possible questions which plight be asked by 
the Committee members or their attorneys at the hearings 0 
DOROTHY HEALEY went on to state that one club had sent in a 
resolution into the District Council charging that the party 
was abandoning its role of leadership its role of leadership* 
DOROTHY felt that this charge was incorrect. One party member told 
a non-party member that the party was advising that those who had 
been subpoenaed to cooperate with the Committee* however* this is 
not true either . Since the hearings concluded* this type of 
criticism has continued* she stated* showing that the 
Committee was successful in one respect since it had been 
capable of promoting distruct within the members of the party 
for example* several people made the remark that DOROTHY 
HEALEY must have cooperated with the Committee in her testimony 
because of the unusually long length of time that she was on 
the witness stand and because of subsequent statements which 
were attributed to her in the press after her testimony 0 
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"During the course "of ' the report It was very plain' 
that " DOROTHY" HEALEY was "very upset' by the charges and counter- 
charges 'arid' rumors which have evideritally' been going around 
in various elements of the party during the period while the 
Committee was carrying oh its investigation and since "that 
time," DOROTHY HEALEY went on to state that she did not, 
as the newspapers had maintained, ever say that she was firm 
in her job because of her stand 'on Hungary, She pointed out 
that she had not opposed the Soviet Unions intervention in 
Hungary but had in fact "differed with many ' of the people 
around "the » Peopled World* on' this question at 'the time that 
the Soviet Union was engaged in the Hungarian question. "She 
.stated that this type of story as" it has been circulating 
around is a" typical plant of an informer or ah FBI agent 
within the party, "designed to weaken the party apparatus 
wherever possible. She stated that the main object of interest 
'of -the:- Committee as far as DOROTHY HEALEY' s testimony was 
concerned, was the question of the July 27th, 1958 
Functionaries meeting held in the Park Manor. She pointed 
out that this had been a very large meeting with very little 
check on who attended and who did not attend the meeting and 
therefore "it was obviously attended by some stool pigeons. 
She also stated that National Committee meetings and other 
meetings of this kind were obviously bugged with long distance 
wire tapping devices. This was apparent she stated from 
the type of comments read to her by the Committee during the 
hearings. She also stated that considerable time was spent 
during her testimony on convention documents which had been 
used or convention documents which had come Into existence 
and which had not been passed. She said that a great deal 
of time was spent trying to get DOROTHY HEALEY to state that 
she is responsible for withholding action on some of these 
convention documents. Particularly an attack was made on her 
position with regard to the Jewish resolutions which had been 
submitted locally and in the National Convention. Much time 
was also spent on the contents of DOROTHY HEALEY »s pre -convent! on 
speech which had been made here in Los Angeles, she stated. 

"In general, it was DOROTHY HEALEY* s opinion that 
•our party members did not need to have the feeling of tension 
which they expressed with regard to the attitudes many of 
the subpoenaed holders. It was her feeling that those people 
who had received subpoenas and testified before the Committee 
behaved themselves very well and in a highly disciplined manner. 
This Included her attitude with regard to ex-members of the 
party who were asked to testify. With respect to the question 
of stool pigeons, DOROTHY HEALEY said that we should recognize 
that there are always stool pigeons in any party organisation 
of this kind. We should be, she said, politically vigilant 
and organizationally vigilant and we should recognise that every 
working class organisation always has had informers throughout 
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"the ages' of "history. The question that we should pay special 
attention, however, she stated, is the political role of 
informers in an organization of this kind. We make a mistake 
if we presume that stool "pigeons are used by such organizations 
as the FBI simply to provide names. They are also used, she ' 
said, to provoke and to disrupt the organization of the party. 
Until we have the dossiers which the Government now possesses, 
we must' identify informers and other stool pigeons on the basis 
of the political position which they take, only in this way can 
we protect ourselves. 

' "Turning her attention to the activities of the. -Defense 

Committee which had been organized, DOROTHY HEALEY stated that 
during the four weeks of the campaign of the Citizen's Committee, 
$10,000.00 had been raised. Much of this, she said, was from non- 
party left wing source, particularly she inferred from- ex-party 
members. There are good prospects, she went on to say, that a 
campaign can be mounted by the Citizen's Committee to Abolish 
the Work of the Un-American Committee entirely. 

.' "DOROTHY HEALEY then went on to discuss the tremendous 
difference between the hearings which were held in Los Angeles 
and those which were held almost at the same time in New Jersey. 
f?S- saia that Probably one of the most important reasons for the 
difference in these hearings was the mass response in opposition 
to the Committee's work here in California. Most particularly 
such opposition as had been organized by the State Bar Association 
which was opposed to the work of the Un-American Committee and had 
filed several briefs on this question. DOROTHY HEALEY noted that 
some witnesses were only asked Union oriented questions and that 
every witness had a lawyer with him at the time that he testified. 
She also pointed out that not one question was asked to her 
knowledge with regard to the relationship between a subpoena 
holder and the Democratic Party. She inferred that it is 
her opinion that the Democratic Party, here in California, asked 
the members of the Un-American Committee to soft peddle any 
relationship between the Communist party and the Democratic 
Party since this might influence the outcome of the elections 
adversely in November. She pointed out, for example, that 
both members of Congress who were present at this hearing are 
members of the Democratic Party. It is her opinion that one 
reason for the careful treatment which was made by the Committee 
of those people who did testify was that they had been pressured 
by the Democratic Party in California to keep this hearing 
as simple and inoffensive as possible. In closing her report 
DOROTHY HEALEY called attention to the meeting which was planned 
for October 1st at Larchmont Hall featuring HORACE ALEXANDER 
who will be speaking under the auspices of .the Citizen's 
Committee together with FRANK WILKINSON, Dr. EASON MONROE and others 
A dance has also been scheduled under the auspices of the 
Citizen's Committee honoring those who were subpoenaed which 
will be held on October 10th. A Section organizers meeting 
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"which had "been scheduled Tor October Tst was called off "ixi pre- 
ference tcTthe scheduled meeting of the Citizen's Committee 
on that night . 

"""On the conclusion of DOROTHY HEALEY*s report, SOPHIE 
SILVER rose'to discuss her attitude with regard to the 'sub-: . 
poenaed' witnesses . It was brought out during the course of ' 
the discussion that SOPHIE SILVER and CHARLENE MITCHELL "acted 
as cb-treasurers of the~'Gitizen fl s Committee during the course 
of "the Committee hearings and just prior td them. "~ SOPHIE w 
was very "critical of the' participation of the 'TedpTe's. World 1 
in the course of the events leading to the 'Committee hearings. 
She felt that much of the confusion which was brought 'about 
by 'DOROTHY HEALEY's reported statement to the Press could have 
been" cleared up if the ^'People* s World 0 had played a cold war. 
She noted that the * People *s World 11 only had reporter coverage 
and" "did" not "make any attempt to estimate the role of the"* 
Committee in coming here oi° the purpose which they had in 
calling those witnesses that they did call. With regard to 
the possibility of the party taking an independent position 
to rally support and activity in favor of those who have been 
subpoenaed, SOPHIE SILVER felt that this would have been an 
unnecessary thing . She did feel, however, that DOROTHY 
HEALEY^ should have prepared a written statement to the 
Metropolitan Press which was better thought out in the 
remarks that were reported and she should have been on her 
guard against any possible misrepresentation of any off the 
cuff comments that she might have made 0 With regard to the 
question of stool pigeons, SOPHIE SILVER pointed out that 
we lack of consciousness of security problems . We should not 
make meeting arrangements, she stated, over the telephone. 
With regard to the question of finances, it was SOPHIE SILVER* s 
feeling that a tremendous job had been done on this, question 
that the bulk of the job was not done by non«party people as 
DOROTHY HEALEY inferred « "Many ex~party members have utilized 
this question of raising funds to their advantage, she- pointed 
out and this was by way of misrepresentation* As far as the 
explanation of the Committee °s gulet attitude during the course 
of the hearings, SOPHIE SILVER felt that this had much to do 
with the coming elections 0 She felt that the Committee was 
trying very hard to create a feeling of respectability because 
the Democratic Party of California had asked them not to 
jeopardize the slate which was evidentally headed straight 
for election 0 She pointed out that no one who took the stand 
was badgered on their relationship to the Democratic Party. 

"The next speaker was CHARLES® MITCHELL. She stated 
that it is one thing for us to decide on the mass composition 
of any particular campaign or on the character with which it 
should be carried out, that the party should have taken its 
own specific position on this campaign. There should have 
been some sort of statement issued by the party with regard 
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"to the Un-American Committee hearings and the f act" that~ there 
was" not even "a 'small statement" shows the^level of development 
of factionalism here in Southern California, she "stated; " 
CHARLENE indicated that she is' particularly disturbed by 'the 
events which came about* with regard to the financial drive 0 
At one "particular meeting' 3>©R0THY HEAIjEY and CHARLENE MITCHELL 
had brought forward a plan for raising financial aid for' the" 
people who had been subpoenaed but certain party members* she 
said, "took ah opposite position from the floor 0 " "This ~ she 
felt was a* violation of party' discipline and should not have'"' 
happened if the party had been working in an organized fashion 
during 'the course of this campaign . CHARLENE went on "to state 
that * to be in the p^rty and on the 8 People 8 s World 8 we have 
our own' way to play in addition to the work of the Citizen 1 s 
Committee • " CHARLENE was also very disturbed about the fact 
that ~we "had co- treasurers of the Citizen 8 s Committee, that 
the only white people who brought money to CHARLENE "in 
conjuhctloh^with the campaign were members of the Youth 
Committee and one other white party man}ber 0 All " the other 
brought "their money evidentally to SOPHIE * SILVER <> This 
disturbed CHARLENE considerably and she considered it an 
evidence of chauvinism e She went on to state that the press 
had directly misrepresented DOROTHY HEALEY 8 s statement and 
in closing commented that we are all fighting for the same 
cause and we should try to bury our differences in this res- 
pect. 

"The next speaker was FRED CANNON of the Compton-Watts 
Section* With regard with the question of stool pigeons 
in the party, he said, it should be apparent from the work 
that these people have done and their failure to uncover any 
real basis for complaint that the party is not a conspiracy 
as many have chargedo We should recognize, he stated, the 
important Independent role of the party in this period. We 
tend to demobilize our own forces by paying too much attention 
to mobilizing the mass forces 0 We must keep our own organ- 
ization together as much as possible and stress our own 
loyalty to -the party, he saido 

"The next speaker was HENRY SAZERo He indicated 
that he is the one who had voted against DOROTHY HEALEY and 
CHARLENE MITCHELL'S proposal at the Citizen 8 s Committee 
meeting when they were discussing the question of raising 
money to defend the Committee . He still feels that their 
proposal was an incorrect one since it under estimated the 
amount of money which could be raised on this issue and since 
it tended to presume that all the people who was . going to 
be contacted with regard to fund raising were identical to 
those who would be contributing to the 1 People 8 s World 8 and to 
other party sponsored causes 0 It is noteworthy, he commented, 
that the position of DOROTHY HEALEY and CHARLENE MITCHELL was 
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"not "acceptable to the "rest of the people who were involved in 
fighting this case through: They were trying to reduce the 
amount of "money "which was to be raised and this was hot an* 
acceptable approach in the eyes of those who actually raised 
the money. 

.. ... ...... „ Tf _ n e xt - gp eaker ^ as harry HUNT.' He commented that 

"tfte'l Committee "did hot achieve its basic objectives in coming 
-here to Lbs' Angeles "mainly because of the f act " that "we were 
able- to' "operate "along the basis of a united front* tactical 
line-, In "spite of the success of this tactical line, we ' " 
should recognize" that there has been a mounting criticism of 
the role of the party during the course of this campaign. It 
is time', he said, that we bring forward the open* face of - the 
party "in issues of this kind. Revisionism, he commented/ " 
cannot' advance the struggle but can only participate in any 
particular struggle. On the other hand, the Trdtskyites and 
many who have reason who left the party have wound up with 
much of the credit for carrying on specific participation in 
this' particular campaign. The voice of the party on the 
other hand, has not been plainly present. Everyone within 
the "party is at fault. We must find forums and methods for 
resolving this problem. He went on to state that the hysteria 
and rumor mongering which has been going on during the course 
of this particular appearance of the Committee is nothing 
more than the backwash of the weaknesses of our last Functionaries 
meeting held in July. The main report which was delivered at 
that time, he said, could not help but introduce all kinds of 
weaknesses and misunderstandings as well as misapprehensions 
with regard to the nature of our party leadership in this 
District. 

"The next speaker was WALLY TALBOT. He indicated 
that the report which had been made today by DOROTHY HEALEY 
was an excellent report and that he is in agreement with most 
of what had been said. With regard to the statements that 
were made in the press, WALT pointed out that one ,of the 
purposes of the Committee coming here was to foster an 
increase in the factional f3ght which has been going on inside 
the party and of course it should be recognized that the 
bourgeois press participated as much as possible in helping 
the Committee to foster this fight. This, he stated, was the 
meaning of the misrepresentation which took place with regard 
to DOROTHY HEALEY 5 s comments to the press. 

"The next speaker was RIVA SWOLINSKY. She commented 
that the press which was present at the time of the hearings was 
badly handled, that is considerably muffed by the party and by the 
Citizen 8 s Committee. Two things, he said, should be noted with 
respect to the hearings. In the first place, a broad defense base 
was established with regard to those who had been subpoenaed. We 
should try to get some of those people who worked with us in this 
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"JSfaftae ,^ck "into the" party. Iri the second "place; she commented;*" 
S2®.^ le . of . youth during the' course of this campaign was excellent . 
Tnese young people, she "said, seem" to be accepting us and working 
better with us than they have in any years past. 

" " " ' nThe ne *t speaker was 'SANFORD GOLDNER. " He commented 
tnat we are losing sight of several positive aspects in con- 
. £ n S5i < ?S- witli the * e Particular hearings. He "noted that DOROTHY 
HEALEY had indicated a willingness on the part of" party ' ' ' ' 
Jj^ ae ?!ship to discuss informally the role of the party at this 
ti- e 4 b ^ ^ h unwillingness to discuss this question before 
the Un-American Committee. The position of DOROTHY HEALEY 

public position which was well known before the 
Committee came into town and there was nothing particularly 
surprising "about the fact that the press picked this up and 
made as much as possible out of it. 

"The next speaker was BERT DUGDALE. He commented 

that there has been a heavy over-emphasis on security measures 
and that these security measures within the party can 
immobilize individuals and clubs to a point where they do 
more damage than any stool pigeons possibly could. Let us, 
he said, use all measures of security but let's try to do 
this without hurting ourselves and our operations. 

"The next speaker was ELIZABETH RICARDO. She 
commented that the insidiousness of factionalism is now more 
apparent than ever before. We must approach questions of 
handling our relationships with each other politically and 
unemotionally. She then went on to speak briefly on the 
importance of developing an independent role for the party. 

"The next speaker was ART SAVAGE from the valley. 
He commented that the failure on the part of the party Board 
to prepared a statement which could be given out to the press 
at the time of the hearings was a grave error. He stated that 
HARRY HUNT is. right in pointing out that there are factional 
trends inside of the party which have been approached. We do 
not have any organized groups operating in the party and, 
therefore, we do not have factionalism. He then propounded 
the difference between factional trends and factionalism. 
In closing ART SAVAGE asked whether any of the witnesses 
had had sense enough to demand payment for their time before 
the Committee. 

"The II next speaker was ANN BYLER. She stated that 
DOROTHY HEALEY and CHARLENE MITCHELL had made a proposal for 
the Citizen's Committee to reduce the amount of money which 
was to be raised. She indicated that she had opposed this 
proposal as she would oppose any move which would reduce the 
attack on the Un-American Committee. It is important that 
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*we"flgM" "for "the legality "of ' the party "at this time and the 
most important *step""in that fight was 'to fight "against "the 
tfh-American " Committee, " she ' said . " Thus, we felt- that "the 
proposal was hot right". With "respect "to the ex-party members 
who participated in the work "of the Committee , "she commented 
Jkfk iS : Shese "men" had taken "the "same position "that 'many "in 
the party tbok 'diiring the "course "of "these hearings, we could 
not have carried "on the successful campaign that was "carried 
on. It was her opinion that many "of the ex-members of the " 
party'did a better job of carrying on the work "of the 'Citizen* 
Committee than was done by present members of the party. 

" '"The next speaker was SOL MONROY. He stated that 
the. party and the" Citizen' s Committee had badly goof ed with 
respect to the "Mexican community because a letter was sent 
out with respect to the hearings which did not involve 
important elements within the Mexican community who could 
have been involved in preparing this letter. He went on to 
explain how" (Several people inside the Mexican community 
were concerned about the obviously leftist character of the 
letter that was sent out opposing the work of the Committee. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY then spoke briefly with regard to 
the question of the independent role of the party. She 
commented that we had a very important problem on our hands 
here. Our Board, she stated, was mainly concerned with 
maintaining as far as possible the security of the subpoenaed 
members* jobs. Elsewhere, she said, when Committee hearings 
had been held blacklisting is still a growing important 
problem. We did not, she said, want to distinguish this 
particular hearing by developing a big statement which would 
have been used to capture front page headlines but were other- 
wise not available in any of the press reports. DOROTHY 
indicated that she felt that a tremendously valuable job had 
been done in safeguarding the employment of those who had 
been subpoenaed. She also commented that in the TV interviews 
which had been held with subpoenaed witnesses, we had very 
good reactions to the position of party members. It is the 
position of DOROTHY HEALEY that with this is an important 
positive independent activity of the party which took place 
in Conjunction with the hearings. We should have, however, 
made a closing statement at the time that the hearings- ended. 
We should have had someone, she stated, to handle press 
relations. We could have contacted the press and carried 
on some kind of formal relations with them. Finally with 
respect to the question of maintaining security within the 
party, it is DOROTHY HEALEY* s position that the main security 
that the party can have is in deepening its mass affiliations 
and the base of support which it has within the labor 
movement and the Negro people. At the close of the discussion 
a motion was made to mobilize the party for a campaign to 
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abolish the Committee and its function.' No formal action was 
taken on this "motion, however, although we generally agreed 
that the "motion "was a "gbod"idea. A motion was then enter- 
tained to "recess "the meeting of the District Council for 
lunch ,at this time. 

----- """After the lunch period had ended, the District 
Council reassembled at "the Park Manor arid JIM FORREST * took 
the floor' with "regard to a report iri behalf of the District 
Board "concerning the forthcoming convention of the Southern 
California District, CP, JIM'FORREST pointed out that the 
k^" 13 ™ 8 ° r the Southern California District call for a yearly- 
convention with a convention to be held each year to discuss " 
Issues while the election convention would be held every other 
year prior to the National Convention Reviewing the history 
of the problem, "FORREST rioted that originally a "date had been 
set for' a convention to be held in this District on June "28th, 
however, "this date conflicted with the proposed meeting of 
the National Committee and was therefore set over until ' 
September, This date was then subsequently postponed until 
October 4th. However, it is now impossible to carry on a 
convention on October 4th because the presence of the Un- 
American Committee in Los Angeles during September made 
convention preparations impossible. Now a late October date 
has -been considered, however, this is out of the question 
because of the forthcoming elections. As a result no con- 
vention is possible until after mid November and still con- 
tinuous difficulties would beset the possibilities of having 
a convention because of the problem of arranging pre- convent! on 
discussion. On the other hand, FORREST pointed out, a 
National Convention will undoubtedly be held early next 
summer with the requirement that the District have an electing 
convention early inlthe spring, probably in January or February. 
With respect to the by-laws, it was JIM FORREST'S feeling that 
the existing problems associated with having a convention 
would make it necessary to set aside these by-laws. The cause 
of the extreme complexity of the problem, JAMES FORREST 
pointed out that the Board had no specific recommendation 
to make but would rather present the problem for the con- 
sideration of the Council at this time. With respect to a 
specific question, FORREST replied that the National Con- 
vention had been set for May or June and that this would mean 
that local convention should be held in February or March. 
DAN COHEN made a proposal in behalf of the Western Section 
which had considered this question previously that the District 
Council merge the Winter convention which had been planned 
with the forthcoming Spring convention, postponing any action 
until that time. MURRAY( NAIDI GH ) the Section Organizer from the 
21st Congressional District, raised to state that the Valley 
Section agreed with this proposal which had also been considered 
at their Section Council meeting, considering that a February 
date for a District Convention would be a good time. It was 
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"agreed' by the District" Board members present that if material 
can 'be made available from the National office in time to hold pre- 
convention discussion together with a convention in February that 
this would be the best time to hold the District Convention. 
MURRAY commented during the course of his talk that his section in 
the ^Valley had scheduled a section conference early in October' 
atf which their problems would be discussed,, JIM FORREST commented 
briefly that this proposal which was being made is not the result 
of " any factional situation but rather the result of an 
objective situation " over which no one in the party had any 
direct control, A vote was taken with regard to DAN COHEN 1 s 
original "proposal and it was decided unanimously that this 
convention' should be in fact postponed until the Spring 
convention.' CAL GOODMAN then rose to point out that it was 
absolutely necessary that steps be taken at once to implement 
the holding of a convention in the Spring by setting up a 
program v committee and a plan of work committee which could 
begin to develop some discussion of some of the theoretical 
problems in some of the specific .areas of concentration and 
tactical activities which were necessary in this District. 
HARRY HUNT made a suggestion that the motion that CAL GOODMAN 
made should be referred to the Board to report at the next 
District Council meeting. CAL GOODMAN accepted this suggestion 
into' his motion and the motion was carried unanimously. 
Accordingly, it was decided that at the next District Council 
meeting the Board will bring forward plans with regard to 
the setting up of a plan of work in a program committee 
activity. 

"The next speaker was BEN DOBBS. He suggested that 
Instructions be given to the Board with regard to special • 
problems in the setting up of the schedules for mass and 
inter-party activity 0 SOL MONROY rose to state that special 
guarantees should be made with regard to the carrying on of 
v work^ Ih the Mexican community. BEN DOBBS also suggested that 
Section conferences be held at regular schedules and these 
questions were referred to forthcoming Section organizers 
meetings which are being planned. 

"A report was then made with regard to the 1 People* s 
World 1 drive which is now reaching its culmination. It was 
pointed out that only $32* 000 0 00 of the money which has been 
raised so far comes from party sources* that over $10*000.00 
comes from a miscellaneous source probably entirely from ex- 
party members who still support the PW. After developing 
the problem associated with the PW drive for some- little time* 
DOBBS made the following proposals? (l) that the uncompleted 
quotas be completed* (2) that an effort be made to raise an 
additional day*s pay from the various members who had already 
contributed to the PW* (3) that a terminal date be set for 
the tearing out of the drive on October 18th* the date of 
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"the "banquet set to " honor BEN MARGOLIS " in behalf of ' the * People « s 
World' j (4) that "those" particular sections which have already 
reached' "their quota continue their fund "raising efforts' but 
that they orient "their fund raising * around the question of 
selling tickets to the PW banquet for BEN MARGOLIS. 

'""When BEN DOBBS had completed his report arid action 
was taken,' considerable exception was taken by" several "of 
the members of the District Council for the proposal for an 
■additional day's pay. It was pointed out that this additional 
day's'pay was not a compulsory thing but was simply suggested 
tcythpse members of the party who felt they could afford it. 

"The meeting then proceeded to hear a report from 
NEEDS? SPARKS with regard to political questions facing the 
-party in" the coming elections. SPARKS commented that the 
•recent" experience with the Un-American Committee proved con- 
clusively that real struggle with the people on important 
political' issues consolidates the party in the face of its 
real difficulties. SPARKS commented that the appearance of 
the "Un-American Committee at this time had helped greatly 
,in this respect since there was a greater feeling of ability 
to work together inside the party than had previously. The 
coming election struggle, she said, is not just a political 
campaign but a real opportunity to consolidate the party. 
The, Republicans feel threat of defeat upon them, she said, 
and the 'Los Angeles Times' and other Republican organs have 
become hysterical least Senator KNOWLAND should lose:> in his 
bid for the governorship in California. The recent intro- 
duction of KAMP's anti-Semitic pamphlet shows the real 
fascist activity which has developed around the pro-KNOWLAND 
campaign. It also shows the anti-labor bias which exists 
within the Republican camp, SPARKS stated. The objects of 
the KNOWLAND group at the present time are as follows? (1) 
to weaken organized labor, (2) to split the Negro labor, 
alliance, (3) to obscure the development ©f labor's political 
independence, this system meaning of the furor which has 
been raised over labor's growth in Michigan politics. The 
right wing republicans are charging that California is 
following Michigan's lead with respect to the question of the 
role of labor and politics. To some extent, SPARKS said, 
this is true because political independence is labor's next 
historic step in this country and this is beginning to shape 
up in California. On the other hand, SPARKS stated, the war 
danger is less on a broad basis but still there is a possibility 
of limited war. It should be noted that the far eastern 
policy &§ the government at the present time has less support 
than any policy on foreign affairs in recent years. The 
issues therefore which are struck in this particular election 
campaign arei (1) labor's role, (2) the war danger in foreign 
policy," (3) the fact that the depression is not yet over, and 
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?(4) the entire question of integration and equal rights" for' 
Negroes, Qh" all of' these issues, candidates 'who are "campaigning 
at the "present time, will" "go along with the trends towards 
mobilisra and "leftism if we "only apply adequate presure'said 
SPARKS o In our work we must stress the most progressive 
candidates. We should particularly fight, he said, to elect 
ANDERSON, CRANSTON "and LOPEZ o SPARKS "devoted particular 
attention "to the importance of the campaign for HENRY LOPEZ, 
a necessity ".to JOHN "KING that a Mexican is elected 'to this 
high state office "for which he is running. He pointed out 
that there was considerable prejudice against LOPEZ which 
must be fought in the ranks of labor. He also commented 
that LOPEZ" position with regard to political questions 'has ' 
been very good all the way down the Democratic Party program. 
In conclusion, SPARKS brought up the very delicate question 
of the election campaign in the 26th Congressional District. 
In "this respect he read a unanimous statement which had been 
adopted "by the District Board. The statement said that the 
party does not endorse candidates. (This is big departure 
from previous years when the party has always endorsed 
candidates . ) The statement went on to say that the party 
encourages the coalition of the people particularly the Negro 
Labor Alliance. This alliance, says the statement, has not 
been given great understanding by the fact that the unions 
continuously forget to give attention to the important interests 
of the Negroes. The Negro people, says the statement, are 
entitled to and must have representation in Congress, therefore, 
the CRYPUS WRIGHT candidacy cannot be used to split the Negro 
Labor Alliance. The District Board statement went on to say that 
the party must get as big a vote for WRIGHT candidacy as possible 
and that an effort should be made to distinguish his candidacy 
from that of other Republicans such as KNOWLAND. We should 
strive to set up a basis now, says the statement, for a Negro 
congressman to be elected from California in i960. With 
respect to the contest between KNIGHT and ENGEL, the statement 
goes on to say that labor cannot act other than independently. 
The position that has been taken with regard to rewarding 
Labor's friends which has been old SAMUEL CAMPOS 8 position, 
is not adequate to express a basis of support for KNIGHT ' s 
candidacy for the Senate. ENGEL on the other hand, according 
to SPARKS has the support of the small farmers in Northern 
California and also has the support of the middle class 
businessmen of this state. SPARKS went on to note the 
importance of the ROYBAL campaign noting that ROYBAL was 
the senior Mexican- American political figure in this area, 
A special effort should be made and this effort is both welcomed 
and needed, he indicated. SPARKS stated that special emphasis 
should be made on work in the 25th, 21st and 15th Congressional 
Districts during the campaign. We must activise all our 
comrades in this election campaign, he stated. Work must be 
done in opposition to proposition 18 more than in any other 
field. We can break our own isolation, according to SPARKS, 
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"by" getting into" this particular campaign* With regard "to " 
proposition 16 and '17* SPARKS stated that the party position 
should be one of voting yes on these questions. 

"At the conclusion ©f his talk, IRENE' MANDELMN ' 
spoke briefly pointing out that we should demand the seating 
of China in the UN as an important election campaign. With 
respect to the 26th Congressional District* IRENE stated that 
WRIGHT'S "position with regard to the Un-American Committee is ' 
a 'very good position* She also stated that he is sharp ' on ' many 
other issues o ' The problem is one of how to get people to vote 
for him in "the face ©f the fact that everyone glance at ROOSEVELT 
who is going to be elected with a large majority . 

"The ne&t speaker was ART SAVAGE who also discussed 
the need for supporting WRIGHT 8 s candidacy. 

"The next speaker was HENRY SAZER who discussed the 
question of neighborhood political action on the part of labor 
organisations. This is not simply a matter ©f passing 
resolutions s he stated. We should work with the rank and 
file" and through the SOS Committees. We must surround these 
committees ..with willing workers , especially with active 
militant trade unionists. At the present time the SOS Committees 
which deal with neighborhood labor work are composed almost 
entirely of housewives who don't understand labor's problems 
very deeply. 

"The next speaker was DAN COHEN. He pointed out that 
the campaign on the SOS Committee work has developed $350 ,,000 .00 
for work in Los Angeles. This is a grounds for a movement 3 
he said, and will contribute greatly t© the defeat of pro- 
position 18. The main tasks ©f this movement are to develop 
a real fight against proposition 18 and through this develop 
a deep understanding ©f the importance of defeating KNOWLAND • 
in his candidacy for governor. In respect to the 26th 
Congressional Districts DAN COHEN commented that the statement 
which has been read can foe a good statement but he is not 
sure that it is very plain in its meaning. With respect to 
questions of day to day work,, as the conference which had 
recently been called of 26th Congressional District people 
did not take place, we should take this previous group and 
let them study the statement more carefully. 

"HARRY HUNT rose then to state that we should speak 
against KNOWLAND and ©n the question ©f proposition 18 in the 
party's own name. He went ®n t© state that if he fights for 
WRIGHT that he will have to isolate himself entirely . from his 
own local. The WRIGHT campaign^ he said* should develop a 
struggle for representation but this resolution as it is presented 
does not help us to develop such a struggle. 
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The next speaker was "PETTUS PERRY who took sharp bis sue 
with HARRY HUNT and DAN COHEN on these questions. 5 He said that" " 
HARRY HUNT had previously accused us of pussy-footing with respect 
to not taking action- on the WRIGHT campaign. We must consider 
two important things* he said. First we must force the* Democrats 
to start bringing forward Negro candidates. We cannot "fail the 
labor- movement on this question, said PETTUS . The Republican 
Party, until 1932, took the position that the Negro vote in this' * 
nation was in its pocket but this was a mistake that the Republican 
Party made. The struggle for the Negro "Labor Alliance is an old 
struggle which we must help carry on. We fought to bring the " * 
victory of HELEN GAHAGAN, DOUGLAS here in California into the Negro 
communities, PETTUS said and those in the Democratic Clubs should 
remember the work of the Negro people on these questions. Certainly 
a worker within a Democratic Club is in a different category but 
we are not urging that everyone in the party go to work for 
CRYPUS WRIGHT'S candidacy. We must, however, encourage the 
biggest possible vote for WRIGHT. We should not try to bring on 
a head on collision between ROOSEVELT and WRIGHT because ROOSEVELT 
is not our main enemy at the present moment. On the other hand 
we must have an independent position with regard to this question 
and not simply follow the Democratic party in all of its activities. 
PETTUS pointed out that earlier this year the District had decided 
to fight for Negro representation in the primaries and we put off a 
discussion of the 26th Congressional District question until 
now. The whole Negro press, he said, is united around WRIGHT'S 
candidacy. We must fight for Negro representation at every 
point, he said. On the conclusion of his speech, SOPHIE 
SILVER spoke briefly stating that NEMM3T SPARKS' report is 
weak, that it takes a sharp position with regard to the 
question of tactics. The difference between any other 
attitude and that of a Communist is exhibited in our attitude 
toward WRIGHT, said SOPHIE. 

"DOROTHY HEALEY spoke briefly stating that the 
resolution on WRIGHT is not a simple problem but represents 
the best answer that we have been able to derive in regard 
to the importance of supporting this Negro candidate. 

"FRANK WHITLEY then spoke, stating that the Negro 
representation question is the central issue in the labor 
struggle. 

"CAL GOODMAN then spoke pointing out that the pro- 
WRIGHT campaign is similar to those which were raised in 
Michigan in the early days of the fight for Negro representation 
in that state which eventually led t© the actual victory of 
a Negro candidate who is now in Congress as a result of a 
Negro labor coalition which developed in much the same manner 
that this WRIGHT candidacy has developed. 
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""A vote was then taken with regard to the proposed" ' 
resolution and it 'was unanimously accepted with "the' exception 
of DAN "COHEN "whb voted in opposition to the resolution."*' A" 
unanimous agreement was "made with" regard "to the question of 
Mexican- American campaigning and with regard to the KNIGHT- " " 
ENGEL question. ' It was decided that 'the next District "Council 
meeting should, he held Friday, October 24th "afr the "Park Manor. 
At this time ' the ' meeting was adjourned around 5 o'clock in 
the evening on Sunday^ September 21st."

In brief, BURTON, a former employee of the "Los 
Angeles Times" newspaper, Los Angeles, filed this action 
against WILLIAM WHEELER claiming damages in the amount of 
$3,500^ as a result of BURTON having been subpoenaed to 
appear before the HCUA hearing. BURTON alleged in his 
complaint that he was subpoenaed solely to harrass him and 
cause his dismissal from employment. He further alleged 
in his complaint that WHEELER was "an agent of an illegal 
committee of congress." The complaint further alleges that 
WHEELER knew that BURTON was no longer a member of the 
Communist Party (CP) and if summoned before the committee 
would not reveal the names of others associated with him. 
The complaint further alleges that the purpose of these 
hearings was the personal and political aggrandizment of 
members of the committee and to punish BURTON for his former 
associations. The suit was filed by A. L. WIRIN and ERED 
OKRAND, who are reportedly counsels for the American

The Civil Liberties panel conducted the Workshop. 
Reports were made by members who had been selected to interview 
DEBS * . ROYBAL, ROOSEVEHf, and WRIGHT. DEBS had been impossible 
to contact., although many attempts were made. ROYBAL made an 
excellent impression in his interview., and since the post of 
County Supervisor is non-partisan, those present who live in his 
District should support his campaign. 

The WLA delegates had great difficulty in securing an 
interview with JAMES ROOSEVELT. His Secretary felt WLA had already 
had considerable delineation of his views. Earlier a letter had 
been sent from the Chapter stating their belief in necessity of 
abolishing the HCUA, and ROOSEVELT replied he was in substantial 
agreement with this recommendation. A brief interview was secured 
shortly before the meeting and his stand on civil rights, the 
need for federal school ai<3 and Social Security benefits increased, 
and wider coverage was considered good. 

The interview with CRISPUS WRIGHT, Negro opponent for 
JAMES R00SEVELT ? s seat in Congress, occupied the meeting* s major 
time and interest. The amazing thing about WRIGHT was his almost 
identical stand with ROOSEVELT on all major issues. There was 
extra emphasis on the need to have the large Negro segment of 
the Southern California voting public represented in Congress 
for the first time and emphasis on civil rights in all aspects. 
He was described as a dynamic speaker who draws on his lifetime 
acquaintance with the District's problems, which gives his remarks 
a warmer, more realistic approach thai* that expressed by his 
opponent. 

Discussion of Propositions 16, 17, and 18 was guarded 
by the League of Women Voters leaflet. Proposition 16 was given 
favorable verdicts by individuals because of their interest in 
Jewish schools largely. Proposition 17 was termed a tricky 
proposition, and further study was urged on an individual basis. 
Proposition 18 was hardly discussed since a "no" vote was obvious. 
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LA. 100-43513 

FRANK WILKINSON spoke in a forceful moving way. He 
stated he had requested permission to attend the meeting because * 
he was interested in learning just what ROOSEVELT would say on 
the issue of the abolishment of the HCUA. The letter to WLA 
saying that ROOSEVELT was in substantial agreement with the 
group's position was termed erroneous in view of ROOSEVELT'S 
weakness in Congress in upholding Congressman WALTER on one 
occasion and not acting as promptly and expeditiously as he could 
have done on two other occasions when the legality of the HCUA 
was being discussed. WILKINSON had brought transcripts of the 
Congressional record, which he read to substantiate this charge. 
He made a plea for continued support of the fight to abolish the 
HCUA, citing the suicide of the person subpoenaed in San Francisco. 
WILKINSON said that in spite of favorable Superior Court decisions, 
political freedom as defined by the Bill of Rights is not yet 
entirely secure. WILKINSON continued that he realized the WLA 
is. non-partisan, but wished to point out factual evidence in 
support of comments he made concerning JABfcES ROOSEVELT. He 
brought with him material consisting of many copies of: (1) 
statements opposing the HCT7A from the CCPAF and (2) signatories 
to ACLU statement opposing the HCUA, which was dated 9/2/58. 
This material was left for distribution to those in attendance. 
WILKINSON closed his comments by saying the ACLU plans a mass 
meeting and distribution of petitions to Congressmen asking their 
support for the abolition of the HCUA. 

After WILKINSON left, there was discussion concerning his 
statements expressing consternation at ROOSEVELT'S action.

ROSE ATINSKY head a sub committee of her choice to call on 
ROOSEVELT for a point of clarification of his letter to the WLA 
and the Congressional recordfe account of an apparent contradictory 
stand. This motion was passed, and ROSE ATINSKY was directed to 
contact other WLA groups who might be able to secure an interview 
in the future.

The more 
vague the committee's charter is, the greater becomes the possibility that the 
committee's specific actions are not in conformity tvith the will of the parent 
House of Congress.

And when those forced revelations con- 
cern matters tliat are unorthodox, unpopular, or even Iiateful to the general 
public, the reaction in the life of the ivitness may be disastrous. This effect 
is even more harsh when it is past beliefs, expressions or associations that are 
disclosed and judged by current standards rather than those contemporary with 
the matters exposed . . .

"Investigations conducted solely for the personal aggrandizement of the inves- 
tigators or to c punish 9 those investigated are indefensible . . .

precincts were telephoned; making a total of 69 of the 160 
precincts covered during the campaign by CCPAP and its 
friends, c) In addition dupli-stickers were prepared and 
affixed to approximately 18,000 tabloids which were mailedlr> 

"A similar offer of work was made by the Secretary to the 
campaign manager of the Democratic candidate for Congress 
in the 21st Congressional district. Due to the nature of ■ 
the campaign being undertaken in that district and the over- 
optimism of its leaders, CCPAF 1 s- offer was not accepted.^ 

"#l4 KONIGSBERG CASE DEFENSE (b^ 

"The Secretary recommended and the Executive Board approved, 
postponement of the meeting for KONIGSBERG which was planned 
for December, to February 1959, at which time a large meeting 
will be scheduled. 

"KONIGSBERG reported that the California Supreme Court had 
agreed to hear the case on Jan. 9, 1959, but the outcome of 
the hearing would not be announced until a later date.

"A discussion followed as to the purposes of the ECLC plan j 
to establish a Washington office in December and January, I 
and the plans being considered by Mr. IMBRIE and AUBREY >k 
WILLIAMS for a Washington legislative liaison office for ^ 
others interested in abolishing the HCUA, civil rights 9 
legislation, etc. 

"The Chairman suggested that the next CCPAF Executive Board 
meeting on Dec. 1, 1958, should discuss a concrete series 
of proposals for the consideration of the Princeton and 
ECLC National Council meetings. 

"The Secretary reported that the meeting scheduled for 
Nov. 12 in Princeton, New Jersey, by JAMES IMBRIE, AUBREY 
WILLIAMS and others, has been postponed to Dec. 8. The 
purpose of this meeting, as explained in correspondence and 
telephone calls with Mr. IMBRIE, is to attempt to draw 
together in some form of liaison a number of national groups 
interested in the abolition of the HCUA, civil rights 
legislation, etc . 

"The Chairman and Secretary also reported that the National 
Council of ECLC is scheduled to meet at that same (Dec. 14) 
time, and that, if possible, he would attend. .
